MENT  BOARD  23rd  MARCH,  1891. 


RELATING  TO  THE  DUTIES  OF  MEDICAL  OFFICERS 

OF  HEALTH. 


(14)  He  shall  also  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Sanitary  Authority 
up  to  the  end  of  December  in  each  year,  comprising  a  summary  of  the 
action  taken,  or  which  he  has  advised  the  Sanitary  Authority  to  take, 
during  the  year  for  preventing  the  spread  of  disease,  and  an  account  of 
the  sanitary  state  of  his  district  generally  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
report  shall  also  contain  an  account  of  the  inquiries  which  he  has  made 
as  to  the  conditions  injurious  to  health  existing  in  the  district,  and  of  the 
proceedings  in  which  he  has  taken  part  or  advised  under  any  statute,  so 
far  as  such  proceedings  relate  to  those  conditions;  and  also  an  account 
of  the  supervision  exercised  by  him,  or  on  his  advice,  for  sanitary 
pui poses  over  places  and  houses  that  the  Sanitary  Authority  have  power 
to  regulate,  with  the  nature  and  result  of  any  proceedings,  which  may 
have  been  so  required  and  taken  in  respect  of  the  same  during  the  year. 
The  report  shall  also  record  the  action  taken  by  him,  or  on  his  advice, 
during  the  year,  in  regard  to  offensive  trades,  to  dairies,  cow-sheds,  and 
milk  shops,  and  to  factories  and  workshops.  The  report  shall  also  con¬ 
tain  tabular  statements  (on  forms  to  be  supplied  by  us,  or  to  the  like 
effect)  of  the  sickness  and  mortality  within  the  district,  classified  accord¬ 
ing  to  diseases,  ages,  and  localities

To  the  Worshipful  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors 
of  the  County  Borough  of  Stockport. 


Mr.  MAYOR  and  GENTLEMEN, 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  of 
your  Borough  for  the  year  1909. 

The  birth-rate  was  26.33.  This  compares  favourably  with  the  birth- 
late  of  England  and  Wales,  which  was  25.6,  and  also  with  that  of  the 
76  great  towns,  which  was  25.7  per  thousand  of  the  population, 
although  it  is  the  lowest  rate  recorded  for  this  Borough. 

It  is  satisfactory  that  the  death-rate  is  the  lowest  on  record  for  the 
Borough,  being  17.96  per  thousand  of  the  population.  The  lowest 
previous  record  was  18.22  in  1905. 

Scarlet  Fever  has  been  very  prevalent  during  the  year,  and  the  Isola¬ 
tion  Hospital  has  been  taxed  to  the  utmost  to  accommodate  cases  in 
which  removal  was  imperative. 

The  Housing  Committee  have  met  regularly  during  the  year,  and  the 
work  which  has  been  carried  out  under  this  Committee  has  already  been 
\ery  considerable. 

The  work  of  the  Department  has  been  very  satisfactory,  and  I  have 
to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Health  Committee  for  the  support  which 
they  have  given  to  my  suggestions;  and  also  to  my  Staff,  who  have 
worked  extremely  well  during  the  year.

In  the  graphic  chart  forming  the  frontispiece  of  the  Report  weekly  records 
can  be  seen  at  a  glance  of  deaths  and  births,  together  with  deaths  from  cer¬ 
tain  special  causes.  The  average  weekly  temperature  and  relative  humidity 
is  also  given.  Thus  at  a  glance  many  useful  facts  may  be  seen  in  this  chart 
which  has  been  carefully  prepared  by  Inspector  Butler.

Population. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  estimated  up  to  Midsummer,  1909,  is 
103,706.  At  the  last  Census  in  1901  the  population  was  only  92,832,  and 
the  present  population  is  obtained  by  calculation  on  the  assumption  that 
the  rate  of  increase  which  occurred  from  the  1891  to  the  1901  Census 
has  not  changed  from  1901  to  the  present  time.  This  is  too  much  to 
assume,  inasmuch  as  the  rate  of  increase  of  a  population  of  a  manufac¬ 
turing  town  must  necessarily  vary  from  time  to  time  according  to  its 
commercial  prosperity;  so  that  in  1911,  when  the  next  Census  will  reveal 
the  actual  population  of  the  Borough,  it  will  most  probably  be  found 
that  the  estimated  population  will  differ  considerably  from  the 
enumerated  population  at  that  Census. 

The  importance  of  obtaining  the  correct  figure  for  a  population  cannot 
be  over-estimated,  inasmuch  as  upon  that  figure  depends  the  whole  of 
the  statistics  relating  to  birth-rates,  death-rates,  and  disease-rates. 

Further,  the  error  which  must  accrue  from  an  estimated  population 
increases  with  the  time  which  lapses  between  the  actual  Census  enumer¬ 
ation  and  the  estimated  figure. 

It  has  been  urged  that  a  new  Census  Act  should  provide  for  a  quin¬ 
quennial  enumeration ;  and  while  the  decennial  Census  would  provide  all 
the  detailed  information  necessary,  it  would  suffice  if  the  intermediate 
five  yearly  Census  included  a  simple  enumeration  of  the  population,  having 
regard  only  to  age  and  sex  ;  and  thus  a  very  valuable  check  would  be 
obtained  on  estimates  of  population  which  would  make  the  national  vital 
statistics  reliable  and  accurate. 

ESTIMATION  FROM  THE  NUMBER  OF  INHABITED  HOUSES. 
--The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  1909 
was  25,142.  The  number  of  persons  per  inhabited  house  at  the  1891 
Census  was  4.53,  and  in  1901  was  4.36.  Assuming  that  the  same  rate 
of  decrease  has  been  maintained,  the  number  of  persons  per  inhabited 
house  for  this  year  will  be  approximately  represented  by  the  figure  4.2 ; 
and  according  to  this  method  of  estimation  a  population  of  105,596  is 
obtained. 

ESTIMATION  FROM  THE  NATURAL  INCREASE.— The  actual 
excess  of  births  over  deaths  registered  within  the  Borough  gives  a  figure 
known  as  the  natural  increase.  For  this  purpose  the  population  at  the 
last  Census  cannot  be  taken  owing  to  the  extension  of  the  Borough,  but 
the  estimated  figure  for  1902  (the  year  following  the  Borough  extension) 
of  94,422  may  be  taken  as  correct,  and  adding  to  this  the  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  up  to  the  present  time,  viz.,  6,610,  an  estimate  of  101,032 
is  obtained.  This  estimate  is  probably  too  low,  owing  to  the  tendency 
of  migration  from  the  country  to  the  towns. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Borough  Surveyor  for  a  statement  of  the  number 
of  houses  built  during  the  year.  Of  the  490  houses  erected  the  majority 
have  been  in  Edgeley,  Shaw  Heath,  Heaviley,  and  Reddish  North 
Wards.

Ot  the  856  marriages  during  the  year  516  were  solemnised  according 
to  the  rites  of  the  Established  Church,  85  under  Roman  Catholic  rites, 
135  according  to  the  rites  of  other  religious  denominations,  and  120  at  the 
Registrar’s  Office.

During  the  year  1909,  2,731  births  have  been  registered  in  your  district, 
viz.,  1,383  males  and  1,348  females.  The  birth-rate,  calculated  per 
thousand  of  the  population  per  annum,  is  26.33.  This  is  the  lowest 
birth-rate  recorded  for  the  Borough. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  rates  in  the  different  wards  of  the 
Borough,  Portwood  has  the  highest  rate  of  32.68.  The  next  highest 
rates  occur  in  Heaviley  and  Reddish  North  Wards  with  32.02  and  31.88 
respectively.  Cale  Green  and  St.  Mary’s  Wards  have  again  the  lowest 
birth-rates  for  the  year,  viz.,  16.96  and  19.18  respectively. 

The  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  during  the  year  1909  was  25.6. 
This  is  also  the  lowest  birth-rate  on  record  for  the  country. 

I  append  herewith  a  comparative  statement  of  the  Birth  and  Death 
Rates  for  the  Borough  for  the  years  for  which  accurate  statistics  are  avail¬ 
able.

Illegitimacy. 


During  the  year  1909  there  have  been  103  illegitimate  births  registered 
m  the  Borough,  being  a  decrease  of  9  on  the  number  registered  last  year. 
The  mortality  among  these  was  194.2  per  thousand  births  registered. 
If  this  be  compared  to  the  mortality  of  132.5  among  children  born  in 
•wedlock,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  chances  of  life  among  these  infants  are 
decreased  considerably  by  the  circumstances  of  their  birth.  Such 
children  are  in  a  very  large  number  of  cases  nursed  out  by  persons 
receiving  reward  for  the  same,  and  unfortunately  in  many  cases  suffer 
fiom  very  considerable  neglect. 

The  Children’s  Act  of  1908  is  now  extended  so  that  supervision  of 
persons  who  undertake  the  nursing  of  one  or  more  infants  apart  from 
their  parents  is  carried  out,  and  thus  many  cases  which  were  not  in¬ 
cluded  under  the  Infant  Life  Protection  Act  of  1897  obtain  proper 
inspection  and  supervision. 

Another  very  valuable  Section  of  the  Act  prevents  persons  receiving; 
nursed-out  children  in  any  premises  which  are  overcrowded,  dangerous, 
or  insanitary. 

The  value  of  this  Act  is  bound  to  assert  itself  if  properly  carried  om. 
and  that  more  especially  among  this  section  of  births.

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Still-Births. 

The  Central  Midwives’  Board  has  made  it  compulsory  for  all  midwives 
to  notify  to  the  Local  Supervising  Authority  still-births  which  occur  in 
their  district.  During  the  year  1909,  99  still-births  have  been  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  Department  by  midwives.  This  is  an  increase  of 
13  over  last  year,  and  it  is  probable  that  this  indicates  wider  knowledge 
of  the  responsibility  of  midwives  to  notify  to  the  Medical  Officer  ot 
Health. 


Deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  recorded  for  the  Borough  during  the  year  1909 
is  1,725,  of  which  895  were  males  and  830  females. 

The  actual  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  in  the  Borough  was  1,758. 
To  this  number  is  added  47  deaths  of  Stockport  residents  which  occurred 
m  other  districts,  and  from  the  total  thus  obtained  80  deaths  occurring 
In  Stockport  of  persons  belonging  to  other  districts  have  been  subtracted. 

The  death-rate  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population  amounts  to 
17.96.  This  figure  :1s  corrected  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the 
Borough  by  multiplying  the  death-rate  obtained  from  the  actual  number 
of  deaths  and  the  estimated  population  by  the  Registrar  General’s  factor 
of  1.0804. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  for  the  year  1909  the  death-rate  is  the 
lowest  on  record  for  the  Borough,  the  previous  lowest  record  being  18.22 
in  1905;  and  the  average  death-rate  for  the  previous  10  years,  viz.,  1899 
to  1908  inclusive,  in  the  Borough  being  20.33. 


The  factors  which  have  contributed  to  produce  this  very  satisfactory 
rate  are  as  follows: — 

The  infant  mortality  has  been  132.5  as  compared  with  170  9  in 
1908. 

The  zymotic  death-rate  was  1.73  as  compared  with  2.99  in  1908; 

and,  further,  only  65  deaths  from  diarrhoea  were  recorded  during 
the  year  as  compared  with  153  in  the  previous  year. 

These  low  rates  may  be  attributed  in  the  main  to  the  favourable 
climatic  conditions  winch  existed  throughout  the  year,  and  unquestion¬ 
ably  the  low  average  temperature  prevented  to  a  large  extent  the  spread 
of  epidemic  diarrhoea,  which  is  extremely  fatal,  and  accounts  for  a  high 
death  roll  among  infants  in  hot  summers. 

While  giving  the  greater  credit  to  influences  over  which  we  have  no 
control,  there  is  little  doubt  that  improved  conditions  of  sanitation  and 
social  education  have  played  some  part  in  producing  this  desirable  fall  in 
the  death-rate, 
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YEAR  1909.

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Mortality  in  different  Wards. 

The  nett  general  death-rate  for  the  Borough  was  17.96  per  thousand  of 
the  estimated  population. 

On  comparing  the  death-rate  of  the  various  wards  of  the  town  it  is 
necessary  to  take  into  consideration  the  age-distribution  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  in  these  localities,  as  it  is  evident  that  the  two  extremes  of  the  age- 
periods  are  very  much  higher  than  the  rate  at  the  mean  age-period, 
independently  of  the  conditions  of  sanitation. 

The  highest  death-rate  in  the  Borough  of  24.14  occurred  in  St. 
Thomas’s  Ward,  and  the  lowest  death  rate  of  12.7  occurred  in  Edgeley 
Ward.  St.  Thomas’s,  Portwood,  Spring  Bank,  Hempshaw  Lane,  and 
Hollywood  Wards  have  death-rates  above  the  average,  viz.,  24.14,  23.82, 
20.74,  19.9,  19.6  respectively  ;  while  the  death-rates  in  Edgeley,  Heaviley, 
and  Cale  Green  Wards  are  very  low,  viz.,  12.7,  13.67,  and  13.86 
respectively. 

The  ZYMOTIC  DEATH-RATE  includes  deaths  from  the  principal 
zymotic  diseases,  viz.,  smallpox,  measles,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  and 
membranous  croup,  whooping-cough,  typhus,  typhoid  and  continued  fever, 
and  diarrhoea;  and  in  the  whole  Borough  167  deaths  occurred  under 
this  heading,  giving  a  rate  of  1.73  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  popula¬ 
tion,  as  compared  with  2.99  during  the  year  1908. 

The  highest  rate  occurred  in  St.  Thomas’s  Ward,  viz.,  4.02.  This  high 
rate  is  associated  with  the  density  of  population,  which  is  greater  than 
tnat  of  any  other  ward  in  the  Borough,  a  condition  of  affairs  which  pre¬ 
disposes  considerably  to  the  spread  of  zymotic  disease.  Infantile 
diarrhoea  largely  contributed  to  this  high  rate,  more  deaths  occurring 
from  this  disease  in  this  ward  than  in  any  other.  The  lowest  rates 
occurred  in  St.  Mary’s  and  Edgeley  Wards,  viz.,  .28  and  .47. 

The  DEATH-RATE  FROM  PHTHISIS  or  consumption  of  the  lungs 
for  the  whole  Borough  was  1.39  per  thousand  during  the  year  1909,  134 
deaths  from  this  disease  having  occurred.  The  rates  for  the  different 
wards  vary  widely,  the  highest  being  in  Spring  Bank,  Hempshaw  Lane, 
and  Heaton  Lane  Wards,  with  2.59,  2.14,  and  2.02  respectively;  the 
lowest  being  in  Cale  Green,  Old  Road,  and  Edgeley  Wards,  viz.,  .63. 
.89,  and  .95  respectively.  This  form  of  consumption  has  a  higher  death- 
rate  to  record  than  during  the  previous  year,  although  the  total  number 
of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  consumption  in  the  Borough  during  the  year 
is  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. — It  is  very  pleasing  to  record  that  the 
infantile  mortality  for  the  whole  Borough  during  the  year  has  come  down 
to  the  low  figure  of  132.5,  which  is  the  lowest  figure  on  record  for  the 
Borough;  the  rate  per  thousand  births  during  1908  being  171,  and  the 
previous  lowest  rate  being  158  in  1907. 

The  highest  mortality  from  this  cause  occurred  in  Spring  Bank  Ward, 
which  held  the  very  high  death-rate  of  225.8,  or  nearly  a  quarter  of  the

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total  births  in  this  ward.  The  lowest  infantile  mortality  occurred  in 
Heaviiey,  viz.,  50.38.  St.  Mary’s  Ward  also  had  the  very  low  figure  of 
55.5  ;  these  figures  are  considerably  below  what  can  be  reasonably  expected 
as  the  death-rate  among  young  children  under  one  year  ot  age.  In 
St.  Mary’s  Ward  only  4  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  year  of  infants 
under  one  year  of  age.  Moreover  the  zymotic  death-rate  of  the  ward 
was  lower  than  that  of  any  other  ward.  This  accounts  for  the  low  infant 
mortality,  but  it  contrasts  strangely  with  the  high  mortality  which  was 
recorded  in  the  same  ward  in  1908. 


Infectious  Disease  Notification  Act. 

The  notifiable  diseases  include  smallpox,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  and 
membranous  croup,  typhus  lever,  typhoid  and  continued  fever,  puerperal 
fever,  and  erysipelas. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  notifiable  diseases  recorded  in  the 
Borough  was  860,  of  which  556  cases  were  scarlet  fever.  This  latter 
disease  has  been  uniformly  prevalent  throughout  the  year,  although  there 
is  a  decrease  of  18  on  the  number  reported  during  1908. 

Seventy-three  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year,  which 
shows  an  increase  of  24  cases  over  those  notified  in  the  previous  year, 
the  3  cases  which  are  notified  under  the  heading  of  membranous  croup 
do  not  directly  represent  the  number  of  such  cases,  as  in  the  notification 
form  the  Practitioner  frequently  does  not  specifically  notify  this  form  of 
diphtheria. 

Thirty-eight  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  reported,  as  compared  with 
49  during  1908. 

Nine  cases  of  puerperal  fever  were  notified,  which  is  a  low  figure  for 
the  Borough,  although  4  of  these  cases  died,  giving  a  high  death-rate  of 
41  per  cent,  of  the  cases. 

Of  erysipelas  52  cases  were  reported,  but  the  mild  nature  of  this 
disease  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  only  3  deaths  were  reported  under 
this  head. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-nine  cases  of  phthisis  were  notified  during  the 
a  ear.  Pulmonary  tuberculosis  became  notifiable  among  poor  persons 
(i.e.,  any  person  who  is  or  has  been  in  receipt  of  relief  from  the  poor-rat 3) 
oy  the  Public  Heath  Tuberculosis  Regulations,  1908.  These  regulations 
came  into  force  on  the  1st  January,  1909,  and  during  the  year  105  cases 
of  phthisis  have  been  notified  under  this  head;  the  remaining  24  cases 
were  notified  under  the  voluntary  system.  Of  the  105  Poor-Law  cases 
lo  were  notified  during  the  first  month  of  the  year ;  this  large  number 
is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  very  many  cases  of  phthisis  were 
actually  under  treatment  in  Poor-Law  institutions  at  the  time  of  these 
regulations  coming  into  force. 

Three  cases  of  smallpox  were  reported  in  the  month  of  March.

Vaccination. 

In  the  following  tables  the  returns  relating  to  primary  vaccination  of 
infants  during  the  decennium,  1899 — 1908,  in  the  various  registration 
districts  of  Stockport  are  exhibited.

(1)  Owing  to  the  former  Registration  Districts  not  being  co-terminous 
with  the  Borough,  the  figures  for  1902  only  relate  to  a  portion  of  the  Borough. 
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The  number  of  children  in  respect  of  whom  certificates  of  conscientious 
objection  have  been  received  during  1909  amounts  to  506,  and  is  far  in 
excess  of  the  number  received  during  any  previous  year;  in  fact,  is 
almost  equal  to  the  number  of  cases  of  conscientious  objection  for  the 
previous  ten  years.  This  very  high  figure  indicates  the  ease  with  which 
exemption  may  be  obtained  under  the  Vaccination  Act  of  1907,  and  it 
is  to  be  feared  that  if  such  an  increase  in  unvaccinated  children  is  main¬ 
tained,  the  possibility  of  smallpox  spreading  among  the  community  will 
be  greatly  increased  thereby. 


Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

Fifty-nine  deaths  occurred  due  to  these  diseases  during  the  year,  38  be 
ing  due  to  measles  and  21  to  whooping-cough.  This  figure  is  considerably 
below  the  average  for  the  previous  ten  years,  viz.,  80.3.  In  the  case  of 
measles  10  deaths  occurred  under  1  year,  and  27  between  the  ages  of  1 
and  5 ;  while  in  the  case  of  whooping  cough  10  deaths  occurred  under  1 
year  of  age,  and  10  between  the  ages  of  1  and  5. 

Far  the  majority  of  cases  of  measles  occur  in  infants  under  5  years  of 
age,  and  it  is  in  the  Infants’  Departments  of  Elementary  Schools  that 
this  disease  makes  its  greatest  ravages,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
disease  is  aided  in  its  tendency  to  spread  by  the  aggregation  of  infants 
in  Public  Elementary  Schools.  The  great  difficulty  in  controlling  the 
disease  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  infection  has  spread  to  other  children 
before  the  disease  manifests  itself  in  the  first  instance,  as  the  pre-eruptive 
period  of  three  or  four  days  before  the  rash  makes  itself  evident  is  the 
most  infectious  period  of  the  illness.  Bronchitis  is  an  invariable  com¬ 
plication  of  measles,  and  it  is  to  this  and  broncho-pneumonia  that  the 
infants  attacked  by  these  diseases  succumb. 

Attached  is  a  statement  of  the  number ’of  deaths  due  to  measles  and 
whooping  cough  continued  from  previous  Reports.

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Scarlet  Fever. 

During  the  year  1909  556  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  in  the 
Borough,  as  compared  with  574  in  1908.  The  highest  incidence  occurred 
during  October  and  November,  and  the  lowest  in  May.  This  is  charac¬ 
teristic  of  the  usual  seasonal  incidence  of  tne  disease,  although  the 
fluctuations  between  the  maximum  and  minimum  number  of  cases  were 
less  than  is  usually  evidenced  throughout  the  year. 

Fourteen  deaths  from  this  disease  occurred  during  the  year,  viz.,  10 
males  and  4  females,  giving  a  case  mortality  of  2.5  as  compared  with 
2.4  during  1908.  The  case  mortality  is  the  number  of  deaths  which  occur 
per  hundred  cases  of  the  disease.  The  death-rate  per  thousand  of  the 
population  was  .145,  which  is  practically  the  same  as  last  year. 

These  figures  are  interesting  inasmuch  as  they  show  that  the  character 
of  the  epidemic  so  far  as  the  virulence  and  incidence  is  concerned  is 
almost  identical  with  that  of  the  previous  year. 

The  death-rate  per  thousand  persons  living  for  England  and  Wales 
during  1908  was  .08,  being  the  lowest  death-rate  for  this  disease 
recorded. 

Of  the  14  deaths  11  occurred  between  the  ages  of  1  and  5,  and  3 
between  the  ages  of  5  and  15. 

With  regard  to  the  incidence  of  the  disease  in  various  parts  of  the 
town,  the  highest  number  of  cases  were  notified  in  Vernon  Ward,  viz., 
63,  while  the  lowest  occurred  in  Spring  Bank  Ward. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-four  of  these  cases  occurred  between  the  ages 
of  1  and  5,  and  335  between  the  ages  of  5  and  15. 

If*  will  thus  be  seen  that  far  the  majority  of  cases  occur  among  children 
of  the  school-age,  and  in  Mixed  Departments  of  the  Public  Elementary 

Schools. 


Only  7  cases  occurred  in  children  under  1  year,  showing  a  great  con¬ 
trast  between  the  susceptibility  of  infants  at  this  age  to  scarlet  fever 
anct  their  susceptibility  to  measles,  whooping  cough,  and  summer 
diarrhoea.

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Diphtheria. 

Seventy-three  cases  of  diphtheria  and  membranous  croup  were  re¬ 
ported  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  49  during  1908.  The  cause  of 
this  disease  is  a  bacillus  known  as  the  klebs  loeffler  bacillus;  when  this 
bacillus  attacks  the  larynx  and  trachea  it  is  known  as  membranous  croup, 
and  frequently  produces  death  by  blocking  up  the  air  passages.  When 
it  attacks  the  throat  alone  it  is  simply  known  as  diphtheria. 

Twenty-four  of  these  cases  occurred  between  the  ages  of  1  and  5,  and 
84  between  the  ages  of  5  and  15. 

Twenty-two  deaths  occurred  from  diphtheria,  10  of  which  were  between 
the  ages  of  1  and  5,  and  9  between  5  and  15.  Two  of  these  deaths  were 
reported  as  croup,  the  other  20  being  reported  as  diphtheria. 

The  death-rate  from  diphtheria  per  thousand  of  the  population  was 
.22,  which  is  higher  than  that  of  last  year,  and  is  higher  than  the 
average  for  the  last  5  years  for  the  whole  of  England. 

The  case  mortality  is  very  high,  being  30.1  as  compared  with  28.5  for 
last  year.  This  indicates  again  that  the  disease  is  very  virulent  in  type, 
although  no  definite  epidemic  incidence  occurred. 

The  highest  number  of  cases  were  reported  in  St.  Thomas’s  and 
Edgeley  Wards,  viz.,  12  and  10  respectively.  No  cases  occurred  in  Old 
Road  and  St.  Mary’s  Wards. 

A  tabular  statement  is  given  of  the  sanitary  circumstances  associated 
with  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  during  the  year. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  NOTIFIED  CASES  OF  DIPHTHERIA,  1909 
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Typhoid  Fever. 

Thirty-eight  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  reported  during  the  year  1909, 
as  compared  with  49  in  1908;  7  deaths  occurred,  giving  a  fatality  rate 
of  18.4;  5  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  the  age  of  25. 

The  death-rate  during  the  year  was  .07  per  thousand  of  the  population, 
as  compared  with  a  death-rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  for 
the  last  decennium  of  .09. 

In  the  case  of  typhoid  fever  it  is  well  known  that  certain  cases  retain 
the  typhoid  bacillus  in  the  system  for  an  indefinite  period,  in  some  cases 
extending  to  years,  and  that  these  cases  intermittently  discharge  large 
numbers  of  typhoid  bacilli  in  their  excreta.  Such  cases  are  known  as 

carrier  ’  cases.  It  is  probable  that  the  following  is  an  instance  of 
such  a  case:  — 

Mrs.  B.,  aged  39,  living  in  Edgeley,  was  taken  ill  with  abdominal  pain 
and  headache  on  the  6th  December,  1908.  She  was  visited  by  a  doctor 
on  the  8th,  and  removed  to  hospital  on  the  18th  of  December  suffering 
from  a  well-defined  attack  of  typhoid  fever.  The  probable  source  of  in¬ 
fection  in  this  case  was  shell-fish,  as  she  had  eaten  a  good  meal  of 
mussels  about  three  weeks  before  the  onset  of  her  illness,  and  herself 
attributed  the  disease  to  this  origin.  The  blood  in  this  case  gave  a 
positive  re-action  by  Widal’s  test.  The  patient  was  discharged  from  the 
hospital  on  the  29th  January,  1909. 

G.L.B.,  aged  13,  son  of  Mrs.  B.,  was  taken  ill  on  the  3rd  June,  1909, 
ana  was  removed  to  hospital  on  the  9th.  The  blood  in  this  case  also 
gave  a  Widal  re- action. 

E.B.,  aged  9,  daughter,  was  taken  ill  on  the  22nd  of  June;  and  L.B., 
aged  13,  a  son,  was  taken  ill  on  the  30th  June. 

Each  of  these  cases  were  suffering  from  typhoid  fever,  but  it  is  pro¬ 
bable  that  the  two  latter  were  contacts  from  Gr.L.B.  In  the  case  of 
G.L.B.,  however,  who  took  the  disease  six  months  after  the  mother 
returned  from  the  hospital,  there  is  considerable  probability  that  this 
was  caused  by  the  mother  acting  as  a  “carrier,”  as  since  her  illness 
she  has  suffered  not  infrequently  from  headache,  biliousness,  and  pains 
m  the  back,  with  slight  jaundice  occasionally;  and  it  is  in  association 
Vv i  h  such  symptoms  as  this  that  persons  who  have  suffered  from  typhoid 
fever  discharge  the  typhoid  bacillus  in  their  excreta.  In  “  carrier  ” 
cases  who  have  to  handle  food  the  probability  of  infection  is  very  great, 
but  in  the  instances  under  consideration  this  probability  was  much  in¬ 
creased  by  the  conditions  of  overcrowding  which  existed  at  the  home, 
ihese  conditions  of  overcrowding  have  been  remedied  by  the  family  re¬ 
moving  to  a  more  suitable  house,  and  the  possible  “  carrier  ”  will  be 
kept  in  view  in  investigating  further  cases. 

In  8  cases  it  was  found  that  shell-fish,  chiefly  mussels,  had  been  taken 
as  an  article  of  food  at  a  period  before  the  illness*  corresponding  to  the 
incubation  period  of  the  disease,  and  although  it  is  impossible  to*  prove 
that  mussels  were  the  source  of  infection  in  these  cases,  as  a  period  of 
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a  fortnight  or  three  weeks  had  elapsed  since  the  patient  consumed  the 
shell-fish,  it  is  probable  that  these  were  in  some  cases  the  source  of 
infection;  and  it  is  extremely  desirable  that  means  should  be  adopted  to 
prevent  the  taking  of  mussels  for  human  consumption  from  beds  known 
to  be  contaminated  with  sewage. 

Of  the  38  cases  recorded  9  occurred  at  houses  where  insanitary  privy- 
middens  existed,  and  at  3  of  these  houses  the  drainage  also  was  defective. 


Smallpox. 

A  small  outbreak  of  this  disease  occurred  in  the  Borough  during  the 
early  part  of  1909. 

The  following  arc  details  of  the  three  cases  which  occurred : — 

Eirst  Case. — E.R.,  aged  twenty-one,  of  David-street.  Seen  by  her 
doctor  on  the  evening  of  February  13th.  Had  been  ill  for  forty-eight 
hours,  general  malaise,  with  pain  all  over,  but  headache  especially 
bad;  temperature  101  degrees.  The  condition  improved,  but 
on  February  16th  the  patient  began  to  feel  ill  again  and  a 
rash  developed,  occurring  on  the  face,  forearms,  and  baek;  the  rash 
consisted  of  papules,  some  of  which  had  a  sliotty  feel.  Tna  doctor  re¬ 
ported  that  vesicles  and  one  or  two  pustules  were  also  present,  but  no 
signs  of  umbilication. 

As  he  regarded  in  this  case  the  diagnosis  between  variola  and  varicella 
as  doubtful,  he  got  his  partner  to  see  the  case  with  him,  and  they  con¬ 
cluded  that  having  regard  to  the  length  of  time  between  the  onset  and 
the  appearance  of  the  rash,  and  the  distinctly  atypical  rash,  it  was 
varicella.  The  rash  began  to  disappear  on  February  18th,  and  the  tem¬ 
perature  became  normal.  On  account  of  the  pain  in  the  back  and  head 
at  the  onset  of  this  case  it  was  regarded  as  one  of  influenza  until  the 
rash  appeared. 

I  did  not  see  this  case  until  after  my  attention  had  been  called  to  the 
first  contact  (M.N.). 

Second  Case.— M.N.,  aged  29,  of  Greg-street.  Date  of  onset  February 
24th,  pain  in  the  back,  severe  headache,  generally  feeling  very  ill;  on 
February  28th  a  rash  developed,  and  I  was  called  by  the  doctor  to  see 
the  case  on  March  1st.  The  rash  consisted  of  thickly  set  papules  cover¬ 
ing  the  face  and  head,  also  thickly  distributed  on  the  arms,  forearms, 
and  legs,  less  thickly  on  the  trunk.  The  papules  were  hard  and  shott.y 
to  the  feel,  and  several  were  present  on  the  palms  of  the  hands,  also 
three  or  four  on  the  soles  of  the  feet.  The  patient  complained  of  acute 
pain  on  pressure  of  these  papules ;  the  temperature  was  101.4  deg.  The 
rash  was  perfectly  uniform  so  far  as  the  stage  of  eruption  is  concerned, 
and  was  not  in  any  way  polymorphic.  The  case  was  diagnosed  as  small¬ 
pox,  and  removed  at  once  to  the  small-pox  hospital.  The  case  progressed 
as  a  typical  rather  severe  case  of  small-pox,  the  pustules  becoming  con- 
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fluent  to  a  limited  extent  on  the  face  and  neck.  On  enquiring  into  the 
probable  origin  of  this  caise,  it  was  discovered  that  the  girl  E.R.  had 
Peen  in  the  habit  of  helping  occasionally  at  the  house  of  M.N.  in  Greg- 
street,  and  that  M.N.  had  visited  her  at  David-street  on  February  16th, 
and  that  she  was  then  supposed  to  be  suffering  from  influenza,  but  he 
had  heard  since  that  she  had  developed  a  rash.  Inquiries  were  made, 
and  the  information  concerning  the  first  case  (E.R.)  was  obtained. 

Third  Case. — M.R.,  aged  47,  of  David-street;  mother  of  E.R.  Malaise, 
February  27th;  headache  and  pain  in  the  back,  March  1st;  rash,  March 
3rd.  The  rash  was  that  of  modified  small-pox,  occurring  on  face,  arms, 
and  legs,  and  consisting  of  a  few  discrete  papules,  hard  and  shotty,  on 
the  forehead.  Temperature  100  deg. ;  patient  complaining  of  feeling  very 
ill.  Removed  to  hospital  on  March  3rd.  The  rash  passed  through  typical 
stages. 

Inquiry  into  the  possible  origin  of  the  cause  of  infection  in  the  first 
case  (E.R.)  elicited  the  following  facts:  — 

This  person  had  worked  in  a  cotton  mill  until  February  the  12th,  when 
she  was  taken  ill.  The  only  people  with  whom  she  had  come  in  contact 
for  two  or  three  months  besides  the  employees  at  the  mill,  were  the  family 
of  M.N.,  where  she  occasionally  helped,  and  M.N.,  who  visited  her  when 
she  was  ill.  Her  occupation  was  that  of  a  drawing  tenter,  and  in  the 
course  of  her  work  she  occasionally  had  to  piece  broken  strands  together. 
This  process  consists  of  hauling  in  a  certain  amount  of  slack  in  order  to 
overlap  the  broken  ends,  and  then  rolling  them  together  with  the  fore¬ 
finger  and  thumb,  or  between  the  palms  of  the  hands. 

The  cotton  in  use  at  the  mill  was  grown  at  Zifteh  (a  town  in  the  delta 
of  the  Nile)  in  1908,  and  the  consignment  which  probably  contained  the 
suspected  source  of  infection  was  shipped  from  Alexandria  about  January 
13th,  and  was  received  at  the  mill  on  January  30th,  1909.  I  further 
ascertained  that  small-pox  was  very  prevalent  in  the  Delta,  towards  the 
end  of  1908  and  the  beginning  of  1909,  several  deaths  from  this  disease 
occurring  weekly  both  at  Cairo  and  at  Alexandria. 

Operatives  are  supposed  to  do  the  operation  of  piecing  without  moisten¬ 
ing  the  hands,  but  I  ascertained  that  each  of  the  cases  A.B.  and  E.R. 
actually  used  saliva  for  this  purpose,  and  I  have  on  several  occasions 
observed  operatives  facilitate  the  process  of  piecing  by  introducing  the 
thumb  and  forefinger  to  the  mouth  in  order  to  piece  the  finer  strands 
together,  and  to  lick  the  palms  of  the  hands  when  piecing  coarser  strands. 
It  is  easy  to  see  thus  how  it  is  possible  for  infection  to  be  conveyed 
directly  to  the  mouth,  and  infected  material  which  might  be  quite  harm¬ 
less  with  ordinary  handling  becomes  dangerous  when  thus  introduced 
into  the  system  of  a  susceptible  individual. 

In  gathering  the  cotton  the  pickers,  who  are  natives  of  both  sexes, 
carry  large  open-mouthed  bags,  which  are  slung  round  their  necks  and 
hang  in  front  of  the  body.  They  gather  the  cotton  with  both  hands  as 
they  pass  down  the  rows  in  the  field,  and  deposit  it  in  these  bags.  An 
almost  universal  habit  obtains  among  the  pickers  of  both  sexes  of  chew- 
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mg  tobacco,  and  in  the  States  a  root  known  as  “waheyawa.”  During 
their  work  they  indulge  considerably  in  the  habit  of  expectoration,  and 
very  frequently  some  of  the  expectorated  material  enters  the  bags  con¬ 
taining  the  raw  cotton.  Chewing  and  expectoration  also  occuns  when 
conveying  the  cotton  in  wagons  to  the  gin,  in  the  process  of  ginning,  and 
also  when  shipping  the  baled  cotton  at  the  docks. 

Precautions  are  taken  as  far  as  possible  to  prevent  infected  persons 
from  gathering  cotton  in  the  cotton  fields,  and  from  handling  it  at  the 
points  of  export.  When  small-pox,  however,  is  very  prevalent  among 
natives,  quite  a  large  proportion  of  the  cases  are  very  mild.  “  Missed  ” 
cases  are  therefore  very  frequent,  and  these  continue  to  work  in  the 
cotton  fields  throughout  an  attack  of  the  disease,  so  thad  it  is  impossible 
entirely  to  avoid  the  contingency  of  some  of  the  cotton  being  infected 
in  the  process  of  gathering. 

In  the  report  of  the  New  Orleans  Borad  of  Health  for  1907  referring  to 
small-pox,  it  is  stated  that  “  the  Bulk  of  the  infection  was  due  to  re¬ 
peated  importation  of  cases  both  in  the  incubative  and  eruptive  stage, 
the  spread  of  infection  from  individual  cases  being  limited  in  most  in¬ 
stances  to  one  or  two  cases  of  the  disease  at  most.”  During  the  year 
234  cases  occurred  in  New  Orleans,  and  it  will  be  thus  seen  from  the 
above  statement  what  a  large  number  of  cases  “  both  in  the  incubative 
and  eruptive  stage  ”  unavoidably  enter  the  towns.  The  fact  again  that 
only  ten  deaths  occurred  among  the  234  cases  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans 
points  to  the  mild  nature  of  the  disease  in  the  States.  In  the  States  a 
prevalent  superstition  is  current  among  the  natives  that  the  white 
“  medicine  man  ”  is  endowed  with  witchcraft,  so  that  natives  smitten 
with  disease  of  any  kind  prefer  to  hide  away  and  take  their  chances  un¬ 
attended  rather  than  come  within  the  grasp  of  the  doctor.  These  facts, 
I  think,  will  make  it  clear  how  extremely  difficult,  if  not  almost  impos¬ 
sible,  it  is  to  control  such  a  disease  as  small-pox  among  natives  in  large 
cotton-growing  districts.  Further,  the  existence  of  the  undesirable  habits 
of  chewing  and  expectoration  which  have  already  been  referred  to  under 
such  circumstances  will  also  make  clear  the  impossibility  to  avoid  raw 
cotton  becoming  infected  with  small-pox. 

Dr.  Ross,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Cairo,  has  been  kind  enough 
to  send  me  a  statement  showing  the  incidence  of  small-pox  in  Cairo, 
Alexandria,  and  Port  Said  during  the  past  four  years.  He  states  that 
“  the  period  of  comparative  immunity  in  Egypt  is  now  about  nine  years.” 
The  last  outbreak  began  in  Alexandria  in  1907,  when  504  cases  occurred; 
ii  then  spread  to  Port  Said  in  March,  1908,  and  to  Cairo  in  December, 
1908,  where,  during  the  early  part  of  1909,  447  cases  were  notified  with 
200  deaths.

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Dr.  Ross  states  that  “  it  should  be  noted  that  very  little  cotton  is 
exported  actually  from  Cairo  itself,  but  that  the  majority  is  packed  in  the 
country  districts  and  exported  mainly  from  Alexandria.”  It  is  obvious 
from  what  has  been  said  that  very  little  infection  of  cotton  occurs  at  the 
ports,  and  that  the  great  danger  exists  from  mild  cases  working  in  the 
cotton  fields. 

Under  ordinary  circumstances  the  disease  is  communicated  by  more 
or  less  intimate  contact  with  an  infected  person,  and  there  is  little  doubt 
in  the  case  of  this  disease  that  fomites  and  infected  materials  are  a 
source  of  danger,  so  that  the  mere  handling  or  contact  with  such  infected 
articles  is  sufficient  to  spread  the  disease. 

Raw  cotton,  on  account  of  its  texture  and  organic  nature  would  no 
doubt  constitute  a  suitable  nidus  for  the  organism  of  the  disease.  It  is 
acknowledged  that  the  “  striking  distance  ”  and  infectivity  of  small-pox 
is  very  great,  probably  greater  than  that  of  any  other  infection;  but 
there  is  also  evidence  that  the  virus  of  small-pox  becomes  rapidly 
attenuated,  and  that  infected  material  becomes  entirely  non-infective 
after  a  relatively  short  period.  The  time  which  elapses  between  the 
gathering  of  the  cotton  and  its  appearance  at  the  mill,  in  the  card  room, 
or  in  the  spinning-room,  would  probably  be  sufficient  to  reduce  the  in¬ 
fectivity  of  the  material  to  a  minimum  and  negligible  quantity  unless 
the  infection  was  actually  introduced  into  the  mouth  of  a  susceptible 
person. 

I  am  inclined  to  the  view  that,  although  the  imported  raw  cotton,  con¬ 
taining  as  it  may  an  occasional  living  but  attenuated  organism  of  small¬ 
pox,  may  be  handled  en  masse  without  danger  of  infection  by  a  large 
number  of  people,  and  in  more  detail  by  winders,  reelers,  splicers, 
doublers,  and  doffers,  the  only  operatives  who  would  be  subject  to  in¬ 
fection  in  the  manner  I  have  indicated  would  be  those  in  the  blowing- 
room,  the  card-room,  or  the  sp  inning-room. 

If  the  cotton  was  so  infective  as  to  produce  a  case  of  small-pox  by  the 
mere  handling  frequent  epidemics  would  be  inevitable  in  the  cotton 
industry,  and  hence  it  is  probable  that  all  instances  of  small-pox  occurring 
in  operatives  in  the  cotton  trade  are  due  to  the  accidental  introduction 
of  the  attenuated  virus  from  the  raw  cotton  into  the  system  by  the 
mouth.  The  resistance  of  the  individual  has  to  be  taken  into  considera¬ 
tion,  more  especially  as  very  many  operatives  in  a  cotton  mill  are  un¬ 
vaccinated  and  practically  none  of  them  re- vaccinated. 

In  connection  with  these  cases  I  can  only  repeat  the  conclusions  which 
I  drew  in  investigating  a  case  occurring  under  similar  circumstances  in 
1908,  viz. : — 

1.  Infection  during  gathering  and  importation  is  guarded  against  as 
far  as  possible. 

2.  Considerable  attenuation  of  infectivity  in  any  infected  material  occurs 
before  it  is  dealt  with  by  a  piecer. 

3.  With  such  reduced  infectivity  there  is  little  chance  of  infection  unless 
this  is  introduced  directly  to  the  mouth. 
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4.  The  probability  of  the  strands  of  cotton  breaking  just  at  a  point  where 
a  portion  of  infected  material  is  situated  is  small. 

5.  An  operative  only  occasionly  uses  the  mouth  as  a  means  of  facilitat¬ 

ing  the  process  of  piecing. 

6.  It  is  necessary,  for  infection  to  occur,  that  the  individual  should  be 
susceptible  to  the  disease. 

7.  This  susceptibility  is  rare  in  vaccinated  persons,  and  practically  non¬ 

existent  in  re- vaccinated  persons. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  small-pox  may  be  regarded  as  an  industrial 
accident  which  may  occur  to  a  cotton  operative  in  the  same  way  that 
anthrax  is  liable  to  occur  among  wool-sorters  and  in  those  who  handle 
foreign  hides  and  hair,  although  on  account  of  the  resistance  of  anthrax 
spores  the  infectivity  of  these  materials  is  not  liable  to  come  attenuated 
as  would  be  the  case  in  a  portion  of  cotton  which  was  infected  by  small¬ 
pox,  and  though  thousands  of  operatives  deal  with  raw  cotton,  some  of 
which  is  slightly  infective,  yet  on  account  of  the  necessary  coincidence 
of  several  circumstances,  the  risk  of  this  industrial  accident  is  very  small 
and  cases  are  necessarily  rare. 

It  is  no  less  important,  however,  for  this  reason  to  recognise  such  an 
originating  cause  for  this  disease,  as  it  is  only  by  early  recognition  of 
cases  and  causes  that  one  can  hope  to  prevent  small-pox  from  becoming 
widely  epidemic.

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Tuberculosis. 

To  tubercular  affections  the  aggregate  number  of  deaths  ascribed 
during  the  year  was  195,  being  equal  to  11.3  per  cent,  of  the  mortality 
from  all  causes  and  a  death-rate  of  2.08,  as  compared  with  210  deaths 
last  year  and  a  death-rate  of  2.21.  Although  the  total  number  of  deaths 
from  tuberculosis  is  slightly  less  than  during  the  preceding  year,  the, 
proportion  of  those  which  is  assigned  to  consumption  of  the  lungs  is 
slightly  greater  than  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  age  distribution  for  all  forms  of  tubercular  disease  is  shown  in 
the  following  table  : —

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It  will  be  seen  from  the  average  for  the  10  years  that  so  far  as 
tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  is  concerned  the  male  death-rate  is  nearly  half  as 
much  again  as  that  among  females,  while  in  the  case  of  other  forms 
of  tuberculosis  the  male  death  rate  is  only  slightly  higher  than  the  female 
death-rate. 

Another  fact  brought  out  by  this  table  is  that  the  death-rate  among 
children  under  5  from  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  is  more  than  twice 
the  female  death-rate  from  all  forms  of  the  disease.  It  may  be  added 
that  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  is  negligible  to  quantity  at  this  age-period. 

The  above  interesting  figures  vary  very  slightly  from  those  obtained 
by  Dr.  Scurfield  for  the  largest  towns  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  con¬ 
clusions  drawn  from  them  are  very  similar  to  those  which  he  arrived  at 
from  the  consideration  of  the  figures  for  38  of  the  largest  towns  in 
England  and  Wales. 

On  being  invited  to  comment  on  these  statistics,  I  stated  that  “  from 
the  statistics  collected  the  approximate  equality  of  incidence  of  other 
forms  of  tuberculosis  in  males  and  females  at  all  ages  indicates  very 
slight  predilection  if  any  on  the  part  of  the  tubercle  bacillus  for  sex, 
while  the  very  much  larger  incidence  of  phthisis  in  males  than  in 
females  is  a  strong  indication  of  the  influence  of  occupation  either  as 
an  acting  or  predisposing  cause  of  the  disease,  although  in  those  towns 
where  female  employment  largely  exists,  and  especially  in  Lancashire 
towns,  one  would  expect  the  mortality  rate  for  females  to  assume  a 
higher  relative  proportion.” 

(1)  Phthisis. — The  number  of  deaths  from  phthisis  or  consumption 
of  the  lungs  during  the  year  was  134,  giving  a  death-rate  of  1.39  per 
thousand  of  the  population,  as  compared  with  1.26  during  1908.  The 
death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  during  1908  was  1.12,  and  for  the 
whole  country  there  is  a  diminution  in  the  death-rate  from  this  disease 
which  is  so  steady  as  to  be  marked  by  a  slight  fall  each  year. 

In  61  cases  was  disinfection  carried  out  after  death  from  phthisis. 

(2)  Other  Tuberculous  Diseases.— Sixty-one  deaths  from  tuber¬ 
culous  disease  other  than  phthisis  occurred  during  the  year,  which  in¬ 
clude  meningitis,  peritonitis,  and  other  forms.  These  are  sub-divided

PUBLIC  HEALTH  TUBERCULOSIS  REGULATIONS,  1908. 

These  Regulations  (which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  day  of 
January,  1909),  provide  for  the  notification  to  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
of  Sanitary  Authorities  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  occurring 
among  the  inmates  of  Poor-Law  Institutions,  or  among  persons  under 
the  care  of  District  Medical  Officers,  and  for  the  taking  of  certain 
measures  in  such  cases.  The  following  articles  relate  to  these  notifi¬ 
cations  ; — 
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NOTIFICATIONS  BY  MEDICAL  OFFICERS  OF  POOR  LAW 

INSTITUTIONS. 

ARTICLE  IV.— (1)  The  Medical  Officer  of  a  Poor-Law  Institution, 
within  the  period  of  forty-eight  hours  after  his  first  recognition  of  the 
symptoms  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  the  case  of  a  poor  person  who 
is  an  inmate  of  a  Poor-Law  Institution,  and  who  resided  immediately 
before  his  admission  to  the  Poor-Law  Institution  at  a  place  in  the  area 
in  which  the  Poor-Law  Institution  is  situate,  shall,  in  relation  to  the 
case,  enter  in  a  printed  copy  of  Form  A  the  particulars  therein  required 
to  be  set  forth  in  the  notification,  shall  sign  the  notification,  and  shall 
address  and,  after  prepaying  the  postage,  shall  post  the  notification 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  area  in  which  the  Poor-Law 
Institution  is  situate. 

(2)  The  Medical  Officer  of  a  Poor-Law  Institution,  within  the  period 
of  forty-eight  hours  after  his  first  recognition  of  the  symptoms  of  Pul¬ 
monary  Tuberculosis  in  the  case  of  a  poor  person  who  is  an  inmate  of 
the  Poor-Law  Institution,  and  who,  according  to  the  best  information 
in  the  possession  of,  or  readily  access  'hie  by  the  Medical  Officer,  resided 
immediately  before  his  admission  to  the  Poor-Law  Institution  at  a  place 
elsewhere  than  in  the  area  in  which  the  Poor-Law  Institution  is  situate, 
shall,  in  relation  to  the  case,  enter  in  a  printed  copy  of  Form  A,  the 
particulars  therein  required  to  be  set  forth  in  the  notification,  shall  sign 
the  notification,  and  shall  address  and,  after  prepaying  the  postage,  post 
the  notification  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  area  in  which  the 
said  place  is  situate. 

NOTIFICATIONS  BY  DISTRICT  MEDICAL  OFFICERS. 

ARTICLE  V. — A  District  Medical  Officer,  within  the  period  of  forty- 
eight  hours  after  his  first  recognition  of  the  symptoms  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  in  the  case  of  a  poor  person  upon  whom  he  is  in  medical 
attendance  according  to  his  agreement  with  a  Board  of  Guardians,  shall, 
m  relation  to  the  case,  enter  in  a  printed  copy  of  Form  B,  the  parti¬ 
culars  therein  required  to  be  set  forth  in  the  notification,  shall  sign  the 
notification,  and  shall  address  and,  after  prepaying  the  postage,  shall 
post  the  notification  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  area  in 
which  the  residence  of  the  poor  person  is  situate. 

NOTIFICATIONS  BY  SUPERINTENDING  OFFICERS  OF  POOR  LAW 

INSTITUTIONS. 

ARTICLE  VI. — The  Superintending  Officer  of  a  Poor-Law  Institution, 
within  the  period  of  forty-eight  hours  after  the  departure  from  the  Poor- 
Law  Institution  of  a  poor  person  who  has  been  an  inmate  of  the  Poor- 
Law  Institution,  and  in  relation  to  whose  case  the  Medical  Officer  of  the 
Poor-Law  Institution  has,  in  pursuance  of  Article  IV.,  posted  a  notifica¬ 
tion  to  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  shall,  according  to  the  best  informa¬ 
tion  in  the  possession  of  or  readily  accessible  by  the  Superintending 
Officer  with  respect  to  the  actual  or  intended  place  of  destination  of 
the  poor  person  and  his  imtended  address  at  that  place,  enter  in  a  printed 
copy  of  Form  C  the  particulars  therein  required  to  be  set  forth  in 
the  notification,  shall  sign  the  notification,  and  shall  address  and,  after 
prepaying  the  postage,  shall  post  the  notification  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  area  in  which  the  place  is  situate. 
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NOTIFICATIONS  BY  RELIEVING  OFFICERS. 

ARTICLE  VII. — A  Relieving  Officer,  within  the  period  of  forty-eight 
hours  after  he  has  obtained  accurate  information  respecting  a  change 
of  residence  (other  than  a  change  of  residence  by  admission  to  a  Poor- 
Law  Institution)  by  a  poor  person  who  resides  or  has  resided  within  the 
Relief  District  assigned  to  the  Relieving  Officer,  and  in  relation  to  whose 
case  a  District  Medical  Officer  has,  in  pursuance  of  Article  V.,  posted 
a  notification  to  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  shall,  in  relation  to  the 
case,  enter  in  a  printed  copy  of  Form  D,  the  particulars  therein  required 
to  be  set  forth  in  the  notification,  shall  sign  the  notification,  and  shall 
address  and,  after  prepaying  the  postage,  shall  post  the  notification  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  area  in  which  the  changed  residence 
of  the  poor  person  is  situate. 

During  the  year  105  cases  were  notified,  and  the  following  are  details 
of  the  notifications  received  on  the  different  forms  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Regulations,  1908: — 

FORM  A.  —  Stating  the  name  and  home  address  of  a  poor  person  be¬ 
coming  an  inmate  of  a  Poor-Law  Institution. — 73  cases  have  been  re¬ 
ported  under  this  head.  99  notifications  have  been  received,  but  several 
of  these  refer  to  the  same  individual  who  has  left  the  Poor-Law  Institu¬ 
tion  and  returned  on  one  or  more  occasions  during  the  year,  it  being 
necessary  to  notify  again  on  each  admission  to  the  Institution. 

FORM  B. — Stating  that  a  poor  person  is  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  not  in  an  Institution. — 47  cases  under  this  head  have  been 
reported,  and  53  notifications  received;  3  of  these  cases  having  been 
notified  on  more  than  one  occasion. 

FORM  C. — Stating  that  a  poor  person  has  left  a  Poor-Law  Institution, 
and  stating  the  actual  place  of  destination. — 30  cases  have  been  reported 
under  this  head,  and  40  notifications  received;  7  having  been  notified 
on  more  than  one  occasion. 

FORM  D. — Stating  that  a  poor  person  has  removed  from  the  residence 
first  specified,  and  stating  changed  address. — 3  cases  have  been  reported 
on  this  form. 

Under  these  Regulations  it  will  be  seen  that  it  may  be  necessary  in 
some  instances  for  notification  to  be  sent  in  respect  of  the  same  case 
under  each  of  the  forms  stated. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  notified  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Poor- 
Law  Institution  the  information  was  supplied  that  tubercle  bacilli  had 
been  discovered  in  the  sputum  of  the  patient,  and  I  have  to  thank  Dr. 
W.  Barker  Bale  for  kindly  supplying  me  with  these  bacteriological 
details.

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Infant  Mortality. 

During  the  year  1909  the  infant*  mortality  was  equal  to  132.5.  By  the 
term  infant  mortality  is  meant  the  proportion  of  infants  who  died  before 
reaching  the  age  of  twelve  months  out  of  every  thousand  infants  born 
during  the  year. 

It  is  extremely  satisfactory  to  note  that  this  is  the  lowest  mortality 
among  infants  which  has  been  recorded  for  the  borough,  the  next  lowest 
figure  being  158  during  1907. 

The  highest  mortality  among  infants  under  one  year  of  ago  is  usually 
reached  during  the  summer  and  early  autumn  on  account  of  the  preva¬ 
lence  at  those  seasons  of  summer  diarrhoea,  which  is  extremely  fatal 
among  infants  This,  again,  is  to  a  large  extent  due  to  the  high  tem¬ 
perature  and  the  facilities  for  the  multiplication  of  the  micro-organisms 
which  cause  this  disease  at  this  period  of  the  year;  these  conditions  being 
best  satisfied  when  the  temperature  of  the  4  ft.  earth  thermometer  reaches 
56  deg.  F. 

The  total  rainfall  during  the  year  1909  reached  37.43  inches,  which  is 
considerably  above  the  average,  while  the  maximum  temperature  of  the 
earth  4ft.  below  the  surface  during  the  summer  was  only  54  deg.,  this 
being  attained  during  the  last  two  weeks  in  August  and  the  first  week  in 
September;  so  that  contrary  to  the  usual  order  of  things  the  highest 
mortality  among  infants  took  place  during  the  months  of  March  and 
November  instead  of  during  the  summer,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  table  on 
page  58. 

Poverty,  dirt,  unemployment,  and  general  insanitary  conditions,  such 
as  bad  housing,  deficient  light  and  ventilation,  improper  refuse  disposal, 
all  go  to  make  up  the  high  mortality  rate  among  infants ;  but  one  is  often 
struck  on  enquiring  into  the  details  of  these  deaths  how  much  depends 
upon  the  personal  character  of  the  parents,  for  one  constantly  sees  one 
mother  satisfactorily  bringing  up  every  child  born  to  her,  while  her 
neighbour,  who  lives  under  identical  conditions  so  far  as  sanitation  and 
social  welfare  are  concerned,  is  unable  to  bring  up  more  than  one  or  two 
children  out  of  many  which  have  been  born. 

Of  the  362  deaths  under  one  year  105,  or  29  per  cent.,  occurred  before 
the  age  of  one  month;  and  of  these  88  may  be  considered  to  be  due  to 
anti-natal  causes,  and  for  the  most  part  unpreventible. 

From  the  table  on  the  opposite  page  it  will  be  seen  that  three  main 
groups  of  disorders  account  for  the  majority  of  deaths,  viz. : —

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tory  and  tuberculous  diseases  are  also  accounted  for  mainly  after  the 
first  month  of  the  child’s  life. 

Very  much  may  be  done  to  improve  the  conditions  which  cause  this 
heavy  death-rate,  and  even  when,  owing  to  very  many  provident  condi¬ 
tions  over  which  we  have  no  control,  namely,  climatic  conditions,  the 
mortality  is  so  low  as  it  has  been  during  the  year  1909,  this  figure  should 
still  be  reduced  by  about  40  per  cent,  before  one  reaches  what  may  be 
considered  to  be  a  reasonable  and  unpreventible  infant  mortality. 

Amongst  the  means  which  can  be  relied  on  to  lessen  the  mortality  are 
the  betterment  of  the  housing  conditions  and  the  provision  of  more  light 
and  ventilation  in  overcrowded  areas,  the  prompt  removal  of  all  refuse 
from  the  neighbourhood  of  houses  (and  this  involves  the  complete  aboli¬ 
tion  of  the  mediaeval  privy-midden  system  and  the  old  ashpit),  the  com¬ 
plete  scavenging  and  cleansing  of  streets,  the  visitation  by  properly 
qualified  female  inspectors  of  all  births  in  the  poorest  districts  which 
come  under  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  on  account  of  the 
Notification  of  Births  Act,  the  distribution  and  explanation  of  pamphlets 
on  infant  feeding  and  the  care  and  management  of  the  young  child,  the 
teaching  of  the  elder  girls  in  the  schools  the  elementary  principles  of 
hygiene  and  the  care  of  infants. 

Much  good  is  often  done  by  recognised  philanthropic  work,  such  as 
the  establishment  of  creches  and  maternity  guilds  where  mothers  can  be 
encouraged  and  instructed  in  the  proper  bringing  up  of  their  children. 

Of  all  these  agencies  education  takes  the  first  place.  Every  mother  is 
endowed  with  what  is  known  as  maternal  instinct;  this  is  no  more  than 
a  natural  love  for  the  child  and  a  desire  to  protect  it  from  harm ;  but  the 
question  of  feeding  and  clothing  the  child  is  a  thing  apart  from  instinct , 
and  the  more  one  inquires  into  the  methods  of  feeding  the  baby  the  more 
one  is  convinced  of  the  crass  ignorance  which  prevails  among  mothers, 
many  of  whom  have  maternal  instinct  strongly  developed,  and  are 
anxious  to  do  everything  they  can  for  the  good  of  their  children. 

By  teaching  the  elder  girls  in  the  public  elementary  schools  one  is  able 
to  stimulate  an  interest  in  the  care  of  infants  just  at  the  time  when  their 
maternal  instinct  is  beginning  to  develop,  and  by  the  building  up,  side  by 
side,  of  both  the  instinct  and  knowledge  of  motherhood,  one  can  hope  for 
far  better  results  than  accrue  from  the  present  method  of  trying  to  educate 
a  mother  when  the  child  is  already  born.

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An  enquiry  as  to  Industrial  Employment  of  Married  Women  and  Infant 
Mortality  which  was  carried  out  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Home  Office  was 
completed  during  the  year. 

Owing  to  the  scattered  distribution  of  the  poorer  working  classes  in  each 
quarter  of  the  town,  the  enquiry  has  not  been  limited  to  any  particular 
district,  but  as  far  as  possible  all  suitable  cases  have  been  included,  and 
although  the  numbers  are  not  large  enough  to  enable  absolute  conclusions 
to  be  drawn  from  them,  yet  I  think  that  the  figures  obtained  may  be  taken 
as  fairly  representative. 

The  particulars  collected  included  the  mother’s  age,  reason  for  employ¬ 
ment,  mode  of  feeding  the  child,  average  earnings,  and  social  conditions  ; 
and  were  obtained  side  by  side  with  details  of  births  in  the  case  of  mothers 
not  industrially  employed,  but  of  whom  the  social  status  was  similar,  so 
that  a  fair  comparison  could  be  made. 

Altogether  395  births  were  included  in  the  enquiry,  of  which  134  occurred 
in  the  case  of  mothers  industrially  employed,  and  259  in  the  case  of  mothers 
not  industrially  employed.  In  two  cases  the  mother  was  only  employed 
subsequently  to  the  birth  of  the  child.

Age  of  Mother. — Among 

women  working  in  factories  41 

per  cent,  of  the 

mothers  were  under  25  years  of  age,  and  52  per  cent,  between  25  and  35 
years  of  age.  While  among  mothers  not  employed  only  13  per  cent,  were 
under  25,  and  55  per  cent,  between  25  and  35  years  of  age. 

Reason  for  Industrial  Employment  of  Mother. — The  reasons  given  in  134 
cases  were  as  follows  : — 

As  the  sole  source  of  income  in  . 19  cases. 

To  supplement  small  income  in  . 85  ,, 

Preference  for  industrial  work  in . 30  ,, 

The  average  weekly  earnings  of  the  working  mothers  was  14/6  before 
the  birth  of  the  child,  and  14/4  afterwards,  while  the  average  number  of 
rooms  per  house  was  3.6,  with  an  average  weekly  rental  of  3/9. 

Time  at  which  Work  was  Discontinued  before  Confinement  : — 

18  per  cent,  ceased  work  less  than  one  month  before  confinement. 

27  per  cent,  ceased  work  less  than  two  months  before  Confinement. 

55  per  cent,  ceased  work  more  than  three  months  before  confinement. 
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With  regard  to  the  period  which  elapsed  between  the  birth  of  the  child 
and  recommencement  of  industrial  employment,  only  a  few  women  such  as 
hawkers  and  charwomen  commenced  work  within  one  month  of  the  child’s 
birth,  while  it  was  found  that  over  80  per  cent,  did  not  return  until  after 
the  third  month,  and  many  of  these  not  within  twelve  months  after  con¬ 
finement. 

The  main  fact  which  has  been  brought  out  in  this  enquiry,  so  far  as  it 
has  extended  in  Stockport,  is  that  the  number  of  deaths  during  the  first 
year  per  thousand  children  born  in  the  case  of  mothers  who  are  employed 
is  practically  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  mothers  who  are  not  industrially 
employed. 

Section  61  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act  of  1901  states  that  “  an 
occupier  of  a  factory  or  workshop  shall  not  knowingly  allow  a  woman  or 
girl  to  be  employed  therein  wdthin  four  weeks  after  she  has  given  birth  to 
a  child.”  This  is  the  only  legislation  existing  which  bears  on  infantile 
mortality  and  employment  of  mothers. 

As  a  general  rule  it  is  found  that  employers  of  married  women  in  mills 
as  far  as  possible  insist  on  them  ceasing  to  work  for  three  months  before 
confinement,  and  prevent  their  return  to  the  mill  for  three  months  after 
confinement  ;  so  that  while  it  is  desirable  to  include  such  periods  of  pro¬ 
hibition  from  work,  in  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Acts,  it  will  be  seen 
that  this  is  to  a  considerable  extent  already  being  voluntarily  carried  out. 

Perhaps  the  strongest  argument  in  favour  of  the  employment  of  married 
women  is  its  effect  on  the  prevention  of  poverty.  When  it  is  seen  that 
nearly  80  per  cent,  of  mothers  working  in  factories  do  so  in  order  to  supple¬ 
ment  the  small  income  of  the  household  it  is  at  once  evident  how  much 
poverty  is  thereby  prevented.  As  poverty,  perhaps  more  than  anything 
else  tends  towards  a  high  infantile  mortality,  it  is  questionable  whether 
the  advantages  which  might  accrue  from  preventing  married  women  work¬ 
ing  in  mills  would  taken  together  counter-balance  the  effect  which  it  has  in 
preventing  poverty.

District  Inspectors’  Work. 

During  the  year  1909  a  very  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  by  your 
District  Inspectors  in  connection  with  general  inspection,  removal  of  infec¬ 
tious  diseases,  supervision  of  conversions  from  privy  middens  to  water 
closets,  abolition  of  so-called  dry  ashpits,  disinfection  of  dwellings,  schools, 
etc.  The  large  majority  of  this  work  has  been  carried  out  with  as  little 
friction  as  possible,  and  only  in  relatively  few  cases  has  it  been  necessary 
to  have  recourse  to  legal  procedure  in  order  to  get  work  carried  out  to  remedy 
existing  nuisances. 

1,397  dwelling-houses  were  inspected,  which  is  an  increase  of 
20  on  the  previous  year.  Many  of  these  houses  have  been  cleansed, 
papered,  or  limewashed.  In  connection  with  the  abolition  of  privy 
middens  and  their  replacement  by  water  closets,  2,035  visits  have 
been  made.  The  large  number  of  courtyards  and  common  passages  in  the 
Borough  necessitates  constant  inspection  in  order  to  prevent  accumulations 
of  filth,  blocked  drains,  and  other  nuisances  arising  in  those  closed -up 
areas,  and  during  the  year  1,367  visits  were  made  to  courts  and  yards, 
and  paving,  repairing  and  draining  such  courts,  yards,  or  passages,  has  been 
carried  out  in  474  cases  during  the  year. 

In  connection  with  infectious  diseases  826  cases  have  been  enquired  into 
by  the  District  Inspectors  during  the  year,  and  of  these  404  have  been 
removed  to  the  hospital.  With  regard  to  cases  which  are  isolated  at  home 
781  re-visits  have  been  made,  in  order  to  prevent  infringement  of  isolation 
and  exposure  of  infected  persons.

Conversion  of  Privy  Middens. 

A  midden  is  a  large  collection  of  filth,  faecal  matter,  house  refuse,  and 
other  organic  material,  which  is  collected  and  allowed  to  undergo  putre¬ 
faction  for  periods  of  three  to  six  months  in  the  immediate  neighbourhoods 
of  dwelling-houses  before  it  can  be  removed.  Such  accumulations  can  only 
be  a  danger  which  is  constantly  threatening  the  inmates  of  the  adjoining 
houses,  and  it  is  perhaps  mainly  through  the  agency  of  flies  which 
breed  in  large  quantities  in  such  accumulations  and  carry  organisms 
from  the  midden  to  the  food  in  the  adjoining  houses,  that  this  danger  is 
considerably  increased  during  the  warm  season  of  the  year,  quite  apart 
from  the  extremely  objectionable  and  offensive  emanations  which  arise 
from  the  midden  contaminating  the  atmostphere  and  rendering  it  injurious 
to  health. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  the  Department  is  steadily  progressing 
in  the  abolition  of  these  accumulations,  and  it  is  further  satisfactory  to  record 
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that  in  nearly  every  case  in  which  a  privy  has  been  converted  into  a  water 
closet  the  midden  adjoining  has  been  completely  abolished  and  its  place 
taken  by  galvanised-iron  dustbins  ;  these  are  properly  constructed  covered- 
in  receptacles,  which  are  emptied  once  a  week,  and  cannot  possibly  act  a 
a  breeding  ground  for  the  microbe-carrying  house  fly. 

402  privies  have  been  converted  to  water  closets  during  the  year,  and  550 
dustbins  have  been  provided  where  middens  were  abolished. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  more  perfect  methods  of  refuse  disposal  are 
more  expensive  than  the  older  and  insanitary  methods,  but  in  the  case 
of  old  property  where  these  have  existed  for  many  years  some  sacrifice 
h?„s  to  be  made  in  order  to  render  the  conditions  of  the  property  more 
healthful.

Work  of  Female  Sanitary  inspectors. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  I  recommended  to  your  Health  Committee 
that  in  order  to  cope  with  the  increased  amount  of  work  which  devolved 
upon  the  Female  Sanitary  Staff  it  would  be  advisable  to  appoint  another 
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Female  Sanitary  Inspector.  One  of  the  chief  reasons  which  led  me  to 
recommend  this  was  that  while  the  majority  of  births  in  slum  districts 
were  visited  by  these  Inspectors  it  was  extremely  desirable  that  at  least 
one  re-visit  should  be  made,  and  in  many  cases  frequent  visits  should  be 
made  in  the  poorest  districts.  Your  Health  Committee  appointed  Mrs. 
R.  G.  Clift,  who  commenced  duty  on  May  10th,  but  resigned  to  take  an 
appointment  in  Manchester  on  August  28th.  Her  place  was  filled  by  Miss 
E.  B.  Swan,  who  commenced  duty  on  the  20th  of  September,  1909. 


The  duties  of  the  Female  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  as  follows  : — 

(1)  .  Visit  houses  in  which  births  have  been  registered,  and  advise  mothers 
in  a  homely  and  practical  manner  on  the  questions  of  the  rearing  and  feeding 
of  children.  At  least  one  re-visit  should  be  made  in  every  case  within  the 
first  six  months  of  infant  life,  and  in  many  cases  where  through  ignorance 
or  negligence  the  child  is  not  being  properly  cared  for  more  visits  are  extremely 
desirable.  The  advice  given  by  the  Health  Visitors  is  of  a  practical  nature, 
and  is  on  the  lines  laid  down  in  a  pamphlet  on 3  4  ‘  How  to  Feed  and  Manage 
the  Baby  ’ 5 6 7  issued  by  this  Department. 

In  all  visits  for  births  they  shall  enquire  if  a  medical  practitioner  is  in 
attendance,  and  if  so  shall  not  give  advice  or  re-visit  until  the  expiration 
of  one  month,  and  then  only  if  the  medical  practitioner  has  ceased  to  attend. 

(2)  Inquire  into  and  take  the  necessary  measures  to  remedy  the  sanitary 
conditions  (more  especially  the  cleanliness — personal  and  domestic)  of 
the  occupants  in  houses  where  children  under  two  years  of  age  have  died, 
in  houses  where  such  illnesses  as  measles,  whooping  cough,  etc.,  are  reported 
to  exist,  and  in  localities  where  the  social  condition  of  the  inhabitants 
demands  it. 

(3)  Assist  in  cases  of  such  illness,  to  promote  the  comfort  of  the  invalid, 
and  prevent  the  spread  of  disease  by  advice,  and,  if  necessary,  personal 
help,  special  attention  being  given  to  cleanliness,  ventilation,  measures 
of  disinfection,  etc. 

(4)  To  make  inquiries  into  every  notified  case  of  puerperal  fever. 

(5)  To  supervise  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
midwives  and  midwifery  nurses,  together  with  their  equipment,  and  after 
a  case  of  puerperal  fever  to  insist  on  personal  disinfection  and  to  instruct 
them  not  to  attend  another  patient  without  the  permission  obtained  from 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  in  these  cases  to  see  that  the  mid  wives’ 
clothing  is  boiled  or  disinfected,  and  that  instruments,  etc.,  are  properly 
sterilised. 

(6)  Carry  handbills  and  distribute  them  where  required. 

(7)  Visit  factories  and  workshops  where  only  women  are  employed,  or 
in  the  case  of  factories  and  workshops  where  both  sexes  work,  that  portion 
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of  the  workshop  used  by  females  only,  and  to  enquire  into  such  matters 
as  closet  accommodation,  cleansing,  limewashing,  etc. 

(8)  Visit  houses  to  which  work  is  given  out  from  factories  and  workshops? 
and  see  that  they  are  free  from  infectious  disease,  and  in  all  respects  fit 
and  proper  places  for  the  reception  and  execution  of  such  work. 

(9)  Assist  from  time  to  time  in  the  teaching  of  infant  feeding  and 
management  in  public  elementary  schools,  and  continuation  schools,  giving 
occasional  practical  demonstrations,  etc. 

(10)  Carry  out  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  Corporation  by  the  Shop 
Hours  Acts,  and  the  Seats  for  Shop  Assistants  Act,  in  all  places  where 
females  are  employed. 

(11)  Keep  journals  containing  full  records  of  their  visits,  the  conditions 
found  thereon,  and  the  measures  taken  for  their  remedy,  such  journals 
to  be  submitted  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  daily,  at  such  time  as  he 
may  direct. 

(12)  Generally  to  carry  out  such  duties  as  may  be  imposed  upon  them 
by  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Corporation,  or  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  at  least  50  per  cent,  of  the  births  which 
have  been  visited  have  been  re-visited  on  one  or  more  occasions. 

Another  very  important  and  valuable  duty  of  the  Female  Sanitary 
Inspectors  consists  of  the  simple  lectures  which  are  given  in  the  public 
elementary  schools  on  hygiene  and  infant  feeding.  During  the  year  65 
lectures  were  given.

Births  Visited. 

In  connection  with  the  visits  to  births  special  inquiries  are  made  as  to 
the  method  of  feeding  the  baby,  and  advice  is  given  in  accordance  with 
special  instructions  laid  down  in  a  card  on  <£  How  to  Feed  and  Manage 
the  Baby.” 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  that  in  far  the  majority  of  cases  breast¬ 
feeding  is  carried  out,  and  it  is  interesting  to  see  from  the  table  the  effect 
of  artificial  feeding  on  the  health  of  the  child.  The  percentage  of  delicate 
children  during  the  year  among  breast-fed,  partially  breast-fed,  and  arti¬ 
ficially  fed,  is  2.6  per  cent.,  21 .8  per  cent.,  and  49.3  per  cent,  respectively. 
This  shows  how  detrimental  artificial  feeding  can  be  to  the  health  of  the 
child. 

The  following  table  gives  the  figures  obtained  from  inquiries  extending 
over  a  period  of  seven  years  : —

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The  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907. 

This  is  an  adoptive  Act,  and  the  Local  Government  Board  fixed  the 
23rd  day  of  March,  1908,  as  the  date  on  which  the  Town  Council’s  resolu¬ 
tion  of  adoption  of  the  Act  should  come  into  operation.  The  following  are 
the  provisions  for  early  notification  of  births  contained  in  the  Act  : — 

(1)  In  the  case  of  every  child  born  in  an  area  in  which  this  Act  is  adopted 

it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  father  of  the  child,  if  he  is  actually  residing 
in  the  house  where  the  birth  takes  place  at  the  time  of  its  occurrence, 
and  of  any  person  in  attendance  upon  the  mother  at  the  time  of,  or 
within  six  hours  after,  the  birth,  to  give  notice  in  writing  of  the  birth 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  district  in  which  the  child  is 
born,  in  manner  provided  by  this  section. 

(2)  Notice  under  this  section  shall  be  given  by  posting  a  prepaid  letter 
or  postcard,  addressed  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  his  office 
or  residence,  giving  the  necessary  information  of  the  birth  within 
thirty-six  hours  after  the  birth,  or  by  delivering  a  written  notice  of 
the  birth  at  the  office  or  residence  of  the  Medical  Officer  within  the 
same  time  ;  and  the  local  authority  shall  supply  without  charge 
addressed  and  stamped  postcards,  containing  the  form  of  notice  to 
any  Medical  Practitioner  or  Midwife  residing  or  practising  in  their 
area,  who  applies  for  the  same. 

(3)  Any  person  who  fails  to  give  notice  of  a  birth  in  accordance  with  this 

section  shall  be  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a  penalty  not  exceed¬ 
ing  twenty  shillings  ;  provided  that  a  person  shall  not  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  under  this  provision  if  he  satisfies  the  Court  that  he  had 
reasonable  grounds  to  believe  that  notice  had  been  duly  given  by  some 
other  person. 

(4)  The  notification  required  to  be  made  under  this  Act  shall  be  in  addition 

to  and  not  in  substitution  for  the  requirements  of  any  Act  relating 
to  the  registration  of  births  ;  and  any  registrar  of  births  and  deaths 
whose  sub-district  or  any  part  thereof  is  situate  within  any  area  in 
which  this  Act  is  adopted  shall  at  all  reasonable  times  have  access  to 
notices  of  births  received  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  this 
Act,  or  to  any  book  in  which  those  notices  may  be  recorded,  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  information  concerning  births  which  may  have 
occurred  in  his  sub-district. 

(5)  This  section  shall  apply  to  any  child  which  has  issued  forth  from  its 

mother  after  the  expiration  of  the  twenty-eighth  week  of  pregnancy, 
whether  alive  or  dead. 

In  order  to  differentiate  the  cases  which  are  attended  by  medical  men 
from  those  attended  by  midwives  coloured  stamped  addressed  cards  are 
sent  out,  blue  cards  to  medical  men  and  green  cards  to  mid  wives.  In 
those  cases  attended  by  medical  men,  if  the  co-operation  of  the  Health 
Department  in  the  visitation  by  a  health  visitor  is  required,  they  fill  in  the 
card  accordingly.  In  the  midwives’  cards  the  question  relating  to  co-opera¬ 
tion  by  the  Health  Department  is  omitted,  and  cases  attended  by  mid  wives 
are,  therefore,  all  under  the  supervision  of  this  department  as  a  matter 
of  routine. 
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The  object  of  this  Act  is  to  enable  the  Health  Department  to  give  help 
and  advice  in  suitable  cases,  where  a  birth  has  occurred,  at  a  time  when 
it  is  most  necessary,  that  is  to  say,  within  the  first  few  days  of  the  child’s 
life.  Under  the  Registration  Act  the  birth  had  to  be  registered  by  the 
parents  within  42  days  of  such  birth,  and  by  an  arrangement  with  the 
District  Registrars  weekly  returns  of  registered  births  are  obtained  by  the 
department.  Under  such  a  regime  it  often  happened  that  seven  weeks 
elapsed  before  information  of  a  birth  reached  us,  and  unfortunately  in 
many  cases  this  arrived  simultaneously  with  information  as  to  the  child’s 
death.  Notification  under  this  Act  is  in  addition  to,  and  not  in  substitution 
for,  the  ordinary  registration,  so  that  the  returns  of  the  District  Registrars 
are  available  as  a  means  of  detecting  defaults  of  notification  under  the  new 
Act,  and  thus  forms  a  valuable  check  on  uncertified  or  unregistered  women 
acting  as  mid  wives.  A  few  cases  of  this  kind  have  been  discovered  during 
the  year,  and  warning  notices  have  prevented  their  recurrence. 

The  general  tendency  of  the  new  Act  is  towards  notification  by  the  parent, 
and  this  is  the  case  in  the  majority  of  births  attended  by  medical  men, 
but  in  those  cases  attended  by  midwives  I  have  as  far  as  possible  insisted 
upon  notification  by  the  midwife  for  the  reasons  stated  above. 

The  administration  of  this  Act  has  involved  a  large  amount  of  work 
in  the  department  during  the  year.

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  record  that  97.8  per  cent,  of  the  total  births 
occurring  in  the  Borough  were  notified  to  the  Health  Department  under 
this  Act,  and  the  number  of  cases  notified  late  only  amounted  to  20.  In 
every  case  of  late  notification  and  non-notification  letters  have  been  written 
to  the  person  making  default  and  an  explanation  received. 

In  September  a  woman  was  prosecuted  for  failing  to  give  notice  in  writing 
of  a  birth  which  she  had  attended.  The  woman  had  been  warned  on  more 
than  one  occasion  for  attending  births  as  an  uncertified  midwife,  and  the 
prosecution  for  failing  to  notify  was  instituted,  as  until  April,  1910,  it  was 
impossible  to  prosecute  under  the  Mid  wives  Act.  The  defendant  pleaded 
guilty  and  was  fined  5/-  and  costs,  or  seven  days’  imprisonment. 


Midwives  Act,  1902. 

The  duties  of  the  Local  Supervising  Authority  in  connection  with  this 
Act  are  as  follows  : — 

fe§  To  exercise  general  supervision  over  all  midwives  practising  within 
its  area. 
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To  systematically  inspect  every  midwife’s  appliances  and  case  book. 

To  investigate  their  mode  of  practice,  and  see  that  they  understand 
and  conform  to  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives ’  Board. 

To  investigate  charges  of  malpractices,  negligence,  or  misconduct 
on  the  part  of  a  midwife. 

To  suspend  any  midwife  when  necessary  for  the  prevention  of  the 
spread  of  infection. 

To  report  to  the  Central  Mid  wives’  Board  the  name  of  any  midwife 
convicted  of  an  offence. 

During  the  month  of  January  in  each  year  to  supply  the  Central  Mid¬ 
wives’  Board  with  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  midwives  registered 
during  the  preceding  year. 

To  keep  a  current  copy  of  the  roll  of  midwives  accessible  at  all  reason¬ 
able  times  for  public  inspection. 

To  report  to  the  Central  Mid  wives’  Board  the  death  or  changes  of 
addresses  of  any  midwife  within  its  area. 

The  number  of  midwives  who  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practice 
within  the  Borough  during  1909  was  70,  including  1  at  the  Workhouse 
and  3  at  the  Union  Hospital.  Two  live  outside  the  Borough,  but  practice 
within  the  Borough.

The  extent  of  practice  by  midwives  in  the  Borough  may  be  seen  from 
the  following  numbers  : —

During  the  year  two  mid  wives  attended  alone  more  than  100  cases  each  ; 
and  six  attended  more  than  100  cases  each  in  some  of  which  a  medical  man 
was  also  in  attendance.  Eight  midwives  did  not  attend  any  cases  except 
in  conjunction  with  a  medical  man. 

Two  uncertified  women  were  found  to  have  attended  cases  without  a 
doctor,  and  in  one  case  owing  to  failure  to  notify  the  birth  of  the  child  the 
woman  was  prosecuted,  under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907.  In 
the  other  case  a  cautionary  letter  was  sent  and  no  recurrence  has  taken 
place. 
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Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901. 

During  the  year  37  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  to  factories  by 
Inspector  Billingham,  and  generally  it  may  be  said  that  the  sanitary  con¬ 
dition  of  the  factories  in  the  town  are  satisfactory.  In  one  case  it  was 
necessary  to  have  the  sanitary  accommodation  increased,  and  ten  hand- 
flushed  closets  were  replaced  by  eleven  cistern-flushed  water-closets.  Three 
notices  were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories,  two  on  account 
of  closets  opening  directly  into  the  workrooms,  and  one  on  account  of  no 
sanitary  convenience  existing.  Each  of  these  matters  were  remedied  at 
once. 


During  the  year  1,084  visits  were  paid  to  the  637  workshops  and  work¬ 
places  in  the  Borough,  special  attention  being  paid  during  the  inspection 
to  cleanliness,  lime  washing,  ventilation,  and  drainage. 

In  seven  instances  new  water-closets  have  been  added  to  workshops  in 
order  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act.

Visits  of  inspection  were  paid  on  460  occasions  to  bakehouses  during 
the  year.  The  premises  were  found  in  a  good  condition  as  to  cleanliness 
and  sanitation,  in  only  one  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  speak  to  the 
occupier  as  to  limewashing,  and  this  was  done  without  any  further  action 
being  taken. 

There  are  9  underground  bakehouses  in  the  Borough,  which  are  kept 
in  a  clean  and  satisfactory  condition. 

Twelve  restaurants  in  the  Borough  have  been  visited  on  several  occasions, 
during  the  year,  and  found  in  a  clean  and  satisfactory  condition.

1,130  visits  have  been  made  to  these  establishments  during  the  year. 
The  tripe-boiling  premises  require  fairly  constant  supervision,  and  visits 
have  to  be  made  at  irregular  times  during  the  business  hours  both  by  day 
and  night.  The  premises  have  been  found  to  be  clean  and  well  kept,  and 
the  trades  carried  on  in  such  a  manner  as  to  avoid  a  nuisance. 


Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  15  common  lodging-houses  in  the  Borough,  and  these  have  been 
regularly  inspected,  both  by  day  and  by  night.  In  all,  940  visits  of  inspec¬ 
tion  have  been  made  during  the  day  time,  and  130  visits  during  the  night. 
The  whole  of  the  houses  inspected  were  kept  in  a  clean  and  orderly  con¬ 
dition.

In  connection  with  the  fairs,  &c.,  a  large  number  of  dwelling-vans  were 
inspected,  none  of  which  were  found  overcrowded,  and  all  were  in  a  clean 
and  satisfactory  condition. 


Smoke  Observations. 

During  the  year  241  observations  of  smoke  have  been  taken.  In 
6  cases  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  notice  on  the  firms  concerned  to 
abate  the  nuisance,  and  for  that  purpose  to  execute  all  necessary  work  so  as 
not  only  to  do  away  with  the  nuisance  but  to  prevent  its  recurrence.  After 
the  time  specified  in  the  notices  observations  were  again  taken  on  several 
occasions,  and  in  no  single  case  was  there  any  cause  for  complaint.  In 
addition  the  premises  concerning  which  notice  had  been  served  were  visited 
several  times  to  see  what  alterations,  if  any,  were  being  carried  out.  At 
several  of  the  mills  new  boilers  have  been  put  down  ;  high  pressure  boilers 
with  new  economizers  being  substituted  for  the  old  low  pressure  boilers  ; 
and  at  one  factory  two  new  boilers  with  automatic  stokers  have  been  pro¬ 
vided.

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Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

During  the  year  305  samples  of  various  food  stuffs  have  been  submitted 
to  your  Analyst,  under  the  above  Acts.  150  of  these  were  samples  of  milk 
procured  at  the  various  railway  stations,  public  institutions,  and  prac¬ 
tically  from  every  source  of  supply  coming  into  the  town. 

Fourteen  samples  out  of  the  150  samples  of  milk  were  found  to  be  adul¬ 
terated,  which  is  equal  to  9.3  per  cent.,  and  when  we  remember  that  the 
daily  consumption  of  milk  in  Stockport  is  something  like  17,000  gallons, 
and  that  the  average  milk  adulteration  for  England  and  Wales  is  10.5  per 
cent.,  Stockport’s  record  is  fairly  satisfactory. 

Only  three  samples  other  than  milk  were  unfavourably  reported  upon, 
which  brings  the  total  adulterated  to  17  or  5.5  per  cent;.,  taking  the  total 
samples  submitted  for  analysis,  which  is  very  satisfactory,  and  the  second 
lowest  per  centage  of  adulteration  yet  recorded  here. 

Seven  informal  samples  were  submitted  during  the  year,  and  with  one 
exception  were  found  to  be  genuine. 

In  one  instance  during  the  year  a  man  was  detected  hawking  through 
the  streets  and  selling  to  the  poorer  inhabitants  separated  milk  for  new 
milk.  Your  Committee  authorized  the  necessary  legal  proceedings.  He 
was  charged  with  three  offences  in  connection  with  this  matter,  and  a  con¬ 
viction  followed  in  each  case. 

In  ten  cases  milk  traders  were  required  to  inscribe  their  names  and 
addresses  on  cans  or  vehicles  used  for  conveying  milk,  as  required  by  the 
Act.  There  was  a  ready  compliance,  and  no  further  proceedings  taken.

Dairies,  Cowstieds*  and  Mllkshops. 

Your  Inspector  has  made  558  visits  to  the  53  farmsteads  in  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  your  Committee  granted  a  registration  certificate  for 
one  new  farmstead,  and  one  old  one  was  demolished. 

Several  minor  alterations  and  repairs  in  the  way  of  additional  ventila¬ 
tion,  re-drainage,  provision  of  additional  lighting,  &c.,  have  been  carried 
out,  under  the  direction  of  this  Department. 

In  six  cases  where  milk  boys  had  either  been  in  contact  with,  or  found 
to  be  suffering  from,  infectious  disease,  prompt  action  was  taken,  and  all 
the  milk  vessels  concerned  sterilised,  premises,  &c.,  disinfected,  and  con¬ 
tacts  kept  from  business  for  the  quarantine  period,  and  one  is  happy  to 
say  that  in  no  instance  could  a  second  case  be  traced  to  any  of  these 
sources. 

Thirteen  animals  suffering  from  tuberculosis  on  farms  within  the  Borough 
were  slaughtered  and  destroyed. 

Twenty-six  new  milk  shops  were  registered  by  your  Committee,  and 
14  have  discontinued,  leaving  142  on  the  register.  To  these  some  683 
visits  have  been  made  during  the  year. 

In  four  instances  objectionable  privy  middens  in  connection  with  milk 
shops  have  been  converted  to  water  closets,  and  in  three  instances  re- 
clrainage  work  carried  out.  The  great  difficulty  is  dealing  with  these 
places,  and  one  which  will  have  to  be  dealt  with  sooner  or  later,  is  the  con¬ 
glomeration  of  stuffs  stored  in  the  milk-house,  which  at  present  we  are  only 
able  to  deal  with  in  a  very  limited  sort  of  way. 

The  best  solution  would  undoubtedly  be  legislation  prohibiting  the  milk 
store  to  be  used  for  any  other  purpose. 

In  connection  with  the  milk  trading  of  Stockport  it  is  interesting  to 
record  that  at  the  Cheshire  Agricultural  Society’s  Show  held  in  Stockport 
during  the  year  a  competition  was  included  for  the  best  sample  of  milk 
produced  under  the  most  hygienic  conditions,  and  a  farmer  and  milk-seller 
within  the  Borough  was  placed  equal  first,  and  also  received  the  Society’s 
certificate. 

The  railway  stations  have  been  visited  from  time  to  time,  and  the  milk 
cans  examined  as  to  cleanliness  ;  with  four  exceptions,  when  a  visit  to  the 
farm  concerned  had  the  desired  effect,  there  was  no  cause  for  complaint. 


See  Cream  Sliops. 

These  places  have  been  visited  173  times  during  the  year,  at  times  when 
the  boiling,  &c.,  has  been  in  progress. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  cause  the  premises  and  vessels  to  be  cleansed 
in  eleven  instances,  and  to  have  the  owners’  names  inscribed  on  the  cart 
used  for  the  purposes  of  hawking,  as  required  by  the  Corporation  Act,  in 
four  instances. 
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The  steady  progress  previously  reported  is  being  maintained  in  the  way 
of  raising  the  standard  of  sanitary  efficiency  of  these  places,  but  further 
legislation  is  required  for  the  licensing  of  both  the  premises  and  the  people 
trading  in  this  commodity,  and  a  means  of  enforcing  the  provision  of  sepa¬ 
rate  places  for  the  manufacturing  and  storing  of  the  ice  cream,  before  they 
can  be  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

Private  Slaughter-Houses. 

The  slaughter-houses  (47)  and  knackers’  yard  have  been  kept  under 
close  observation,  2,315  visits  have  been  made  to  them  at  variable  times 
when  slaughtering  has  been  in  progress. 

One  new  slaughter-house,  previously  sanctioned  by  your  Committee, 
was  licenced,  and  the  old  one  previous  occupied  by  the  licencee  given  up  by 
arrangement. 

Plans  have  also  been  approved  for  a  second  new  slaughter-house,  and 
application  for  a  licence  will  be  made  in  due  course. 

Advantage  is  always  taken  by  the  Department  of  a  change  of  occupation 
of  these  places  to  have  them  improved  and  brought  more  up-to-date,  in 
eight  cases  re-drainage  work,  re-laying  of  floors,  cementing  of  walls, 
provision  of  garbage  tins,  &c.,  has  been  carried  out. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  give  notice  to  limewash  in  seven  instances, 
and  to  remove  offal  in  five  instances  during  the  year. 

With  these  exceptions,  the  places  which  are  in  some  cases  old  and  badly 
adapted  for  the  purpose  they  are  used  for,  have  been  fairly  well  kept,  and 
the  class  of  meat  generally  has  been  of  a  very  satisfactory  quality. 

The  various  fish,  fruit,  butchers,  &c.,  shops  and  the  market  have  been 
visited  regularly,  and  the  quality  of  food  stuffs  generally  met  with  therein 
gave  little  cause  for  complaint. 

It  was  only  found  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  in  one  case,  that 
of  a  man  selling  fish.  A  conviction  followed,  and  little  has  since  been 
seen  of  him. 

An  excellent  cold-air  store  has  been  constructed  in  the  town  by  a  private 
firm  of  butchers,  and  during  the  hot  weather  tradesmen  have  taken  full 
advantage  of  the  protection  it  offers,  with  a  decided  benefit  to  all  concerned. 

This  place  has  also  been  visited  periodically,  and  the  food  carefully 
examined.

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Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Acts. 

During  the  year  a  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  carried  through 
by  the  Housing  Committee.  In  all  cases  in  which  representation  has  been 
made  to  the  Housing  Committee  that  certain  houses  are  unfit  for  human 
habitation  the  Committee  has  visited  the  property,  and  after  inspecting 
the  same  has  with  all  due  care  decided  what  action  should  be  taken  in 
connection  with  the  property.  The  owners  have  in  every  case  been  given 
an  opportunity  of  meeting  the  Committee  and  hearing  their  views  in  the 
matter,  and  also  stating  any  objections  they  have  to  the  action  which  the 
Committee  has  proposed  to  adopt. 

In  cases  where  certain  alterations  have  been  decided  on  in  order  to  render 
the  property  fit  for  habitation,  specifications  of  the  work  to  be  done  have 
been  made  and  supplied  to  the  owner,  withe  ut  prejudice,  and  only  in  a  few 
cases  has  it  been  necessary  to  make  closing  orders  in  order  to  get  these 
specifications  carried  out.  Plans  of  alterations  made  in  order  to  allow 
houses  already  closed  to  be  re-opened  are  passed  by  the  Housing  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  in  every  case  the  Committee  has  been  anxious  as  far  as  possible 
to  help  the  owner  to  carry  out  the  alterations  required  in  a  reasonable 
manner. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  majority  of  the  work  of  the  Housing  Committee 
will  be  at  present  confined  to  the  older  districts  of  the  town,  which  mainly 
exist  in  the  centre  of  the  Borough  ;  and  this  work  will  largely  be  confined 
to  closed  court-yards  and  back-to-back  dwellings  ;  but  in  one  or  two  dis¬ 
tricts  there  are  many  through  houses  which  are  in  a  dilapidated  and  insani¬ 
tary  condition,  and  which  should  receive  the  attention  of  the  Housing 
Committee. 

Increased  powers  with  regard  to  closure  and  demolition  will  be  available 
under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act  of  1909,  but  this  Act  has  not 
applied  to  any  of  the  property  during  the  year  under  consideration.

Representations  were  made  to  the  Housing  Committee  in  February,  1909, 
that  the  above  houses  were  so  dangerous  and  injurious  to  health  as  to  be 
unfit  for  human  habitation  ;  and  further,  that  Nos.  9  and  11,  Pool  Lane, 
were  incapable  of  being  rendered  fit  for  habitation.  The  Housing  Com¬ 
mittee  visited  the  property  on  the  same  date  and  considered  the  repre¬ 
sentations  which  had  been  made.  After  hearing  the  objections  of  the  owner 
it  was  resolved  by  the  Committee  at  their  meeting  in  March  that  a  speci¬ 
fication  of  the  work  required  should  be  sent  to  the  owner,  without  pre¬ 
judice,  and  that  14  days  should  be  allowed  for  the  owner  to  consider  the 
decision  of  the  Committee.  In  July  the  owner  agreed  through  his  solicitor 
to  proceed  with  the  demolition  of  Nos.  9  and  11,  Pool  Lane,  and  14  and  16, 
Portwood  Place  ;  the  work  of  rendering  Nos.  13-23,  Pool  Lane,  and  1, 
Kenyon  Street,  fit  for  habitation  having  already  been  commenced.  Nos. 
14  and  16,  Portwood  Place,  and  No.  1,  Poynton  Court,  which  had  been 
empty  and  dilapidated  for  many  years,  have  been  demolished,  and  Nos. 
13-23,  Pool  Lane,  and  No.  1,  Kenyon  Street,  have  been  rendered  fit  for 
human  habitation  and  are  now  occupied.  Nos.  9  and  11  Pool  Lane  are 
closed,  but  have  not  yet  been  demolished  as  agreed  in  July.  When  these 
houses  are  dealt  with,  the  yard  surface  made  good,  and  the  privy  middens 
abolished,  this  property  will  be  in  a  completely  satisfactory  condition. 

CIDER  COURT  AND  HIGH  BANK  SIDE. 

Seven  houses  here  came  under  consideration  during  the  year.  No.  1, 
Cider  Court,  was  a  very  small  single  house  in  a  very  damp  and  dilapidated 
condition,  and  was  represented  as  incapable  of  being  made  fit  for  habita¬ 
tion.  The  owner  was  interviewed  by  the  Committee,  and  promised  to 
demolish  this  house.  Nos.  2,  3,  and  4,  Cider  Court,  were  back-to-back 
houses  with  Nos.  5,  7,  and  9,  High  Bank  Side.  The  houses  in  High  Bank 
Side  were  one  storey  1  ower  than  those  in  Cider  Court,  and  the  upper  storeys 
were  unhabited  and  in  a  dilapidated  condition.  The  objections  raised 
were  the  defective  lighting,  ventilation,  and  dampness  of  the  dwellings, 
and  the  impossibility  of  rendering  them  satisfactory  without  conversion 
into  through  ventilated  houses.  The  owner  expressed  his  willingness  to 
make  these  dwellings  into  through  houses  and  put  them  in  thorough  repair. 
Plans  were  prepared  which  were  approved,  and  the  work  of  converting 
these  very  insanitary  dwellings  into  suitable  through  houses  is  now  in  pro¬ 
gress. 

nos.  1-6,  stringer’s  yard,  and  13,  stringer’s  place. 

These  are  single  houses,  consisting  of  one  living  room  and  one  bedroom, 
without  through  ventilation  and  in  an  extremely  filthy  condition,  situated 
at  the  lowest  part  of  a  large  piece  of  sloping  land,  a  fact  which  together 
with  the  decayed  and  generally  defective  condition  of  the  walls  and  roofs, 
accounted  for  much  of  the  dampness  and  unhealthiness  of  the  dwellings. 
The  yard  through  which  these  houses  are  approached  is  completely  enclosed 
except  at  the  gable  end  of  No.  5,  where  a  block  of  eight  water  closets  is 
situated,  four  of  which  were  choked  and  in  a  very  foul  condition  on  several 
inspections.  The  surface  of  the  yard  is  paved  with  cobble  stones,  and  by 
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reason  of  its  badly  drained  and  defective  condition,  and  the  uncleanly 
habits  of  the  occupants  of  the  adjoining  houses,  is  constantly  in  a  most 
insanitary  state.  A  closing  order  was  made  in  June,  and  followed  up  by  a 
demolition  order  in  October.  As  this  order  was  not  carried  out  the  owmer 
was  informed  that  unless  he  proceeded  with  the  demolition  immediately, 
the  wTork  for  which  a  price  had  already  been  obtained,  would  be  carried 
out  by  the  Corporation  at  his  expense.  The  demolition  of  these  houses 
is  now  in  progress. 

NO.  5,  crossley’s  court,  castle  street. 

This  house  was  closed  in  1908  on  the  request  of  the  Medical  Officer  o^ 
Health.  In  March,  1909,  the  Committee  interviewed  the  owner,  who  pro¬ 
mised  to  demolish  the  house.  This  work  has  since  been  carried  out. 

ME  AKIN  COURT  AND  GARNETT  STREET. 

No.  3,  Meakin  Court,  was  a  single  house  in  the  corner  of  a  very  small 
yard,  being  less  than  three  feet  from  Nos.  1  and  2,  Meakin  Court.  The 
exterior  walls  were  badly  bulged  and  the  brickwork  perished,  the  windows 
could  not  be  opened,  the  light  and  ventilation  were  very  deficient,  the  interior 
filthy  and  damp.  This  house  was  represented  as  incapable  of  being  made 
fit  for  habitation.  Nos.  1  and  2,  Meakin  Court,  were  back-to-back  houses 
with  Nos.  24  and  22,  Garnett  Street  ;  the  condition  of  these  houses  was 
similar  to  that  of  No.  3,  Meakin  Court,  and  it  was  represented  to  the  owner 
that  these  four  houses  might  be  rendered  fit  for  habitation  by  conversion 
into  two  through  houses.  A  specification  of  the  work  to  be  done  to  render 
these  houses  sanitary  was  sent,  without  prejudice,  to  the  owner  in  August, 
and  has  since  been  carried  out,  and  No.  3,  Meakin  Court,  demolished. 

A 

NOS.  1,  2,  AND  3,  MITCHELL  COURT,  LONDON  PLACE. 

These  were  three  back-to-back  houses  which  were  in  a  dilapidated  condi¬ 
tion,  and  had  not  been  occupied  for  a  considerable  time.  After  interviewing 
the  representative  of  the  owner,  the  Housing  Committee  resolved  that 
they  were  incapable  of  being  rendered  fit  for  habitation,  and  that  the  neces¬ 
sary  proceedings  for  closing  should  be  taken,  unless  the  owner  gave  an  under¬ 
taking  to  demolish  the  property.  In  August  the  owner  gave  an  under¬ 
taking  to  demolish  these  three  houses.  This  work  has  been  done  and  the 
site  cleared. 

PRIMROSE  COURT,  WITHENS  ROW. 

Two  houses  came  under  consideration  here  which  had  been  unoccupied 
for  a  considerable  number  of  years,  and  which  could  not  be  rendered  into 
through  houses  or  made  suitable  for  habitation.  As  these  houses  had  been 
under  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  for  some  considerable  time,  and 
the  owner  was  not  prepared  to  take  any  steps  in  the  matter,  a  closing  order 
was  obtained  in  June,  and  followed  by  a  demolition  order  in  October.  This 
order  has  since  expired,  and  as  the  Corporation  had  obtained  a  contract 
to  carry  out  the  work  and  were  about  to  let  the  same,  the  owner  has  pro¬ 
ceeded  with  the  demolition  of  these  houses. 
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NOS.  1  AND  2,  ELLIOTT  COURT,  WATSON  SQUARE. 

These  were  single  houses  in  a  very  small  courtyard,  without  through 
ventilation,  the  front  of  these  houses  facing  the  backs  of  Nos.  11  and  13, 
Watson  Square,  with  an  extremely  small  yard  area.  The  lighting  was 
defective  and  the  ventilation  impossible.  They  were  represented  as  unfit 
for  habitation  and  incapable  of  being  rendered  fit.  A  closing  order  was 
obtained  in  June  and  a  demolition  order  in  October.  This  order  has  since 
been  carried  out,  and  thus  a  very  great  improvement  effected  in  what  was 
an  extremely  unhealthy  court-yard. 

sidebotham’s  court,  bamford  street, 

A  single  house  without  through  ventilation  was  demolished  in  this  court 
without  any  proceedings  being  taken  by  the  Committee. 

EDGE  COURT,  BOWDEN  STREET. 

This  consists  of  a  large  court-yard  in  which  three  single  houses  (Nos.  6, 
7,  and  8)  were  situated  in  the  middle  of  the  yard.  Nos.  1,  Edge  Court, 
and  26,  Bowden  Street,  were  also  single  houses.  Nos.  6,  7,  and  8,  Edge 
Court,  were  represented  as  incapable  of  being  rendered  fit  for  habitation  ; 
and  it  was  further  represented  that  Nos.  1,  Edge  Court,  and  26,  Bowden 
Street,  should  be  converted  into  one  through  house  ;  or  as  an  alternative 
that  if  the  owner  demolished  No.  28,  Bowden  Street,  it  would  be  possible  to 
ventilate  Nos.  1,  Edge  Court,  and  26,  Bowden  Street,  on  to  this  widened 
passage  by  windows  in  the  gable  wall,  and  thus  the  conversion  of  these  two 
into  one  through  house  would  be  unnecessary.  As  the  demolition  of  No.  28, 
Bowden  Street,  was  thought  desirable  by  the  Committee  on  account  of  the 
additional  light  and  air  which  this  court -yard  would  receive  thereby,  rather 
than  on  account  of  its  unfitness  for  habitation,  they  considered  that  some 
compensation  was  due  to  the  owner,  and  as  this  was  arranged  the  owner 
agreed  to  carry  out  these  improvements.  The  three  houses  in  the  court¬ 
yard  have  already  been  abolished,  and  the  other  improvement  is  about  to 
take  place. 


NOS.  1  AND  2,  KETTLE’S  YARD,  BOSDEN  STREET. 

These  are  two  back-to-back  houses,  each  consisting  of  one  living  room 
and  one  bedroom.  The  owner  was  interviewed  by  the  Committee,  and  he 
agreed  to  demolish  No.  2,  and  add  No.  1,  to  the  house  facing  Bosden  Street, 
thus  making  No.  12,  Bosden  Street,  and  1,  Kettle’s  Yard,  into  a  through 
house,  and  increasing  the  yard  area.  No.  2,  Kettle’s  Yard  has  not  yet  been 
demolished,  but  the  other  work  has  been  completed. 

QUEENEY’S  COURT  AND  FENTON  COURT,  ST.  PETERSGATE. 

Four  houses  came  under  consideration  here,  two  houses  in  Queeney’s 
Court  being  back-to-back  houses  with  those  in  Fenton  Court,  the  whole 
constituting  a  large  and  dilapidated  group  between  the  houses  in  Etchells 
Street  and  Tatton  Street,  As  these  houses  had  been  represented  as  unfit

for  human  habitation,  it  was  resolved  that  notices  should  be  served,  requiring 
the  owners  to  render  them  fit  for  habitation.  After  some  correspondence 
with  the  owners  they  decided  to  demolish  the  houses.  This  work  has 
been  carried  out  and  the  site  cleared. 

ALBISTON’S  PLACE,  KINGSTON  STREET. 

No.  1,  Albiston’s  Place,  consisted  of  a  very  small  back-to-back  house, 
which  was  represented  as  an  obstructive  building,  as  it  practically  blocked 
up  the  entrance  to  the  street  known  as  Albiston’s  Place.  The  Committee 
inspected  this  house  and  decided  that  some  compensation  should  be  made. 
This  was  agreed  to  by  the  owner  and  the  house  demolished. 


Schools  and  Infectious  Disease. 

During  the  year  it  was  only  found  necessary  to  close  the  Infants’  Depart¬ 
ment  of  four  schools  in  the  town  ;  in  three  cases  on  account  of  measles, 
and  at  one  school  on  account  of  an  epidemic  of  mumps. 

The  number  of  non -notifiable  diseases  occurring  among  school-children 
is  considerably  less  than  occurred  in  the  previous  year,  only  114  cases  of 
measles  were  notified  through  the  Education  Department,  as  compared 
with  2,881  during  the  previous  year  ;  and  only  194  cases  of  whooping 
cough  as  compared  with  537  in  1908.

Isolation  Hospitals. 

DIALSTONE  LANE  HOSPITAL. 

The  continued  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever  during  the  year  1909  again  taxed 
the  accommodation  of  this  hospital  to  the  utmost,  and  382  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  were  removed  to  the  hospital,  out  of  a  total  number  of  556,  which 
were  notified  during  the  year.  This  is  the  largest  number  of  cases  during 
one  year  that  has  been  admitted  into  Dialstone  Lane  Hospital,  the  next 
highest  number  being  343  in  1901.  It  must  be  understood  that  these 
numbers  refer  to  the  cases  actually  admitted  during  the  year,  and  not  to 
the  total  number  of  cases  treated,  as  this  latter  number  includes  those  cases 
remaining  in  the  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year. 
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Thirteen  cases  of  typhoid  fever  and  seven  of  diphtheria  were  admitted 
during  the  year.  These  cases  were  treated  in  the  observation  block,  and 
were  cases  in  which  isolation  in  hospital  was  an  urgent  necessity.  Three 
of  the  diphtheria  patients  were  suffering  from  laryngeal  diphtheria,  and  the 
operation  of  tracheotomy  was  necessary  on  admission  in  these  cases.  In 
each  case  the  operation  was  successful  and  the  patient  recovered. 


WHITEHILL  HOSPITAL. 

During  the  year  two  cases  of  smallpox  were  removed  to  the  hospital. 

Both  the  hospital  and  grounds  have  been  kept  in  good  order  during  the 
year  by  the  caretakers. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  record  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  Matron 
and  the  nursing  staff.

Bacteriological  Examinations. 

During  the  year  105  specimens  have  been  forwarded  to  Professor  Delepine 
for  examination,  31  from  suspected  typhoid  fever  cases,  33  from  doubtful 
diphtheria  cases,  and  41  from  suspected  cases  of  phthisis.  The  results 
obtained  on  such  bacteriological  examination  are  given  in  the  accom¬

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Inspection  of  Water-closets,  &c. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  1,074  new  water-closets  erected 
in  the  Borough,  viz.,  570  in  connection  with  new  buildings,  484  in  connection 
with  privy  midden  conversions,  and  20  in  connection  with  factory  and 
workshops.  At  present  there  are  about  1,000  waste  water-closets,  with 
a  small  number  of  latrines  of  various  types.  There  are  approximatelv 
in  the  whole  of  the  Borough  about  13,700  (fresh)  water-closets.  During 
the  past  vear  about  10,000  visits  have  been  paid  to  these  conveniences 
In  cases  where  it  has  been  suspected  or  ascertained  that  improper  usage 
of  water-closets  was  taking  place,  precautionary  notices  have  been  served 
upon  the  occupiers,  warning  them  about  the  keeping  of  the  closets  and 
approaches  thereto  in  a  cleanly  state,  and  also  cautioning  them  against 
misuse  of  the  closets,  visits  having  been  paid  in  these  cases  every  day. 
This  constant  visitation  having  been  generally  attended  with  good  results. 
Special  attention  has  always  been  given  to  water-closets,  which  have  been 
newly  erected  in  lieu  of  privy  middens,  and  constant  re-visits  are  paid 
to  see  that  the  tenants  know  how  to  use  them  properly.

Limewash  Brushes. 

Section  46  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  requires  the  owner  or  occupier 
of  any  house,  any  part  of  which  is  in  a  filthy  or  unwholesome  condition,  to 
limewash,  cleanse,  and  purify  the  same.  Facilities  are  granted  to  the  poorest 
people  for  this  purpose  by  the  almost  gratuitous  loan  of  limewashing  brushes 
by  the  Health  Department.  As  the  cost  of  the  limewash  is  a  very  small 
one  there  is  no  reasonable  excuse  for  many  of  the  poorest  dwellings  being 
in  an  unwholesome  and  filthy  condition.  During  the  year  2,426  limewash 
brushes  have  been  loaned  at  the  nominal  charge  of  Id.  per  day.

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Meteorological  Observations. 

The  Meteorological  Station,  the  instruments  in  which  are  the  gift  of 
Mr.  T.  Kay,  J.P.,  of  this  town,  is  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  in  the 
Town’s  Yard,  off  St.  Petersgate.  The  instruments  are  as  follows  : — 

1.  — Stevenson’s  screen,  containing  (a)  maximum  thermometer,  (b) 
minimum  thermometer  (for  shade  temperature),  (c)  wet  and  dry  bulb 
hygrometer  (Mason’s). 

2.  — Campbell’s  sunshine  recorder. 

3.  — Five-inch  rain  guage. 

4.  — Black  and  bright  bulb  thermometers  (for  “  radiation”  tempera¬ 
tures). 

5.  — Grass  minimum  thermometer. 

6.  — One-foot  and  four -feet  earth  thermometers. 

7.  — Robinson’s  anemometer. 

8.  — Standard  mercurial  barometer  (Kew  pattern). 

The  last-mentioned  instrument  is  fixed  in  the  office  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  at  a  height  of  261  feet  above  sea  level. 

Readings  of  these  instruments  are  taken  at  9  a.m.  each  day,  and  are 
subsequently  corrected  and  recorded  in  a  register  kept  for  that  purpose. 

A  tabulated  statement  of  the  readings  for  1909  is  given  herewith.
